The disaster which recently befell the Liverpool sail-

The ‘‘Army and Navy Gazette” calls attention to a 
singular order to Russian troops issued by General 
Dragomiroff. It had come to his knowledge that a sol- 
dier of the orthodox religion had made a demand that 
he should not be placed in the line of battle with an- 
other soldier who was heretodox. The general says that 
the expression of such sentiments cannor be considered 
as contrary to discipline, and involving deportation to 
Siberia; some attention should be given to requests of 
this kind. It is not usual, he says, to rank soldiers ac- 
cording to their morality, but, nevertheless, it is not 
good to neglect this order altogether, and whoever shall 
remember it before going into the field, and shall make 
an application, shall not have to regret it.

This order indicates that in Russia the authorities have 
much greater regard to distinctions of religion than we 
are accustomed to consider right or desirable. 
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The success attending the experiment of sending small 
vessels to the Philippines by way of the Mediterranean 
and Suez, as demonstrated by the “mosquito fleet” un- 
der Commander Rohrer, encourages the Department in 
its plan to strengthen the Asiatic squadron by the 
addition of another small fleet of auxiliaries in the not 
distant future. These vessels will be of almost incal- 
culable value in the suppression of concerted action be- 
tween the disaffected in the various islands of the 
archipelago, and will have much effect. It is understood 
to be the intention of the Navy Department to detach 
several of the larger ships of Admiral Remey’s fleet for 
more important duty along the Chinese coasts and ports. 
It is the desire of Secretary Long that several of the 
ships in the Philippines may be sent to Hakodate, Japan, 
during the coming summer for a cool weather recruit- 
ment of their crews and officers. Hakodate is one of the 
most northern of the harbors belonging to the Mikado’s 
Empire, and a stay of a few weeks in that healthful 
climate will go far to re-establish the health of the 
personnel of ships which have served for many months 
in the tropics.

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tion contains much of value and interest to all naval 
officers afloat. There are three other hypothetical situ- 
ations discussed, but the one referred to is of the 
greatest importance, and serves to call attention to the 
fact that a state of “domestic war” may exist and at the 
same time both parties may possess belligerent rights in- 
dependent of the other. The situation is decidedly novel, 
and correspondingly interesting. Much good is being 
done by these monographs, and it is the intention of 
the Department to continue the practice of issuing 
them for the future. 
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An editorial in the Somersworth, N. H., “Free 
Press,” in regard to West Point and the attacks on it, 
points out that the Military Academy has turned out 
as high-minded, honorable and intelligent a lot of 
young men as are to be found in this or any other 
country. The cadets are being trained for fighters, and 
the nation is educating them for their fighting qualities, 
endurance, self-denial and courage. While the tradi- 
tions of the Academy have handed down the custom 
of disciplining the lower classmen, investigation has 
failed to show that such disciplining has ever caused 
serious injury or death. In conclusion, this editorial 
says that the conduct of the Congressional investigating 
committee toward the cadets has constituted a flagrant 
breach of judicial fairness and decency. The editor of 
the ‘“‘Free Press,” and author of this editorial, is the 
Hon. C. H. Wells, nephew of the late Gen. George 
Thom, U. 8.

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TWO-YEAR COURSE AT WEST POINT. 


Among the remedies for hazing which have been aimed 
at West Point lately, with all the ardor that one’s 
friends recommend cures when one is taken with a cold, 
are the suggestions of S. S. Laws, of Washington, D. 
C., which were brought to the attention of the Senate 
by Senator Vest on Jan. 19. Mr. Laws, who served cn 
the Board of Visitors to the Academy during the Admin- 
istration of President Garfield, and is an educator of 
wide experience in college and university work, says that 
as far back as his official visit to the Academy he was 
impressed with the advisability of reducing the course 
to two years. The underlying principle of this plan is 
that of checking out all subjects and studies of general 
culture and leaving only the technical studies; in a 
word, of making West Point a professional school in- 
stead of an omnibus concern, where academic studies of 
special or professional culture are commingled to the 
disadvantage of both. Let the “ridiculously elementar)” 
entrance examination be dispensea with, he says, and 
admit only graduates from approved colleges, attested 
by diplomas or examinations. 

Every West Point appointment is a scholarship of over 
$500 a year, and the stimulus of keeping these scholar- 
ships filled, of furnishing candidates for these 300 or 
400 prizes within every two years, would be a powerful 
uplift to educational work all over the land when it is 
considered how the patronage is distributed. The notion 
that poor boys would thereby be left and overslaughed 
is utterly fallacious, according to Mr. Laws, for the 
greater part of our college graduates are poor in purse 
but rich in brain. 
educational work was undeveloped, and there was then 
some reason for taking on these elementary studies, but 
now every State has not only its common schools and 
academies, but its university or universities. 
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A correSpondent at Fort McPherson says that 
“Fort McPherson is proving a very pleasant station for 
us after our two years and four months of the tropics, 
and in a few months we will have entirely recovered 
from the effects of the Porto Rican climate, although 
at present we have about ten per cent. of the men of 
K Co. sick in hospital with fevers left over in the 
systems of men who were in Porto Rico only long enough 
to have it get a foothold, and not long enough for it to 
have run its course there. The effect of the anti-canteen 
section of the Army bill is already apparent here, as a 
‘hog ranch’ has been established in the woods just out- 
side of the post within two days of the passage of the 
bill.” 








A correspondent writing from Manila under date of 
Dec. 15 said that the campaign then going on in the 
island of Samar was one of the most difficult undertaken 
in the year. General Hare was in possession of the 
principal cities and towns with about 2,000 troops of the 
1st, 29th and 43d Infantry and Taylor's Battery of the 
4th Artillery. Many days were consumed in transferring 
the 1st Inf. from the island of Marinduque, as it was 
difficult to land them on the east coast, where there are 
many uncharted reefs and rapid currents. The insur- 
gents gave practically no trouble to the landing parties, 
but they very frequently burned the towns and devas- 
tated the country in the vicinity of the troops. 
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For the benefit of several inquirers, anxious for in- 
formation in connection with the coast artillery, re- 
ferred to in the new army bill, we would state that 
“Drill Regulations for Coast Artillery” were published 
by the War Department in 1898, and were prepared by 
a Board composed of Gen. Johan I. Rodgers, Captains 
H. L. Harris and W. H. Coffin, and Lieut. C. F. Parker, 
all of the artillery. On Page 111 will be found the 
“Organization,” viz.: Fortress Commander, District 
Commander, Fire Commander, Battery Commander. 
Tne artillery corps organization as now authorized by 
law, will not of necessity require new coast artillery 
drill regulations, but of course there may be a few 
amendments to meet special cases and minor particulars. 
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It seems to be the opinion of many that the canteen 
feature of the post exchange being abolished, the 
exchange itself as a system will shortly disappear. 
This is not absolutely correct for to our knowledge the 
receipts of many exchanges, exclusive of those derived 
from the sale of beer are quite large. For instance, the 
receipts of one exchange we know of were, during the 
six months ending December 31, 1900, about $12,000 
($8,000 for beer and $4,000 from all other sources). So 
that taking away the profit from the beer and deducting 
the operating expenses, about $1,200, there would be left 
about $2,800 to distribute to organizations.

When West Point was founded our . 
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CITY SOLDIERS’ EYESIGHT. 


One of the most interesting results of the Boer war 
bas been the discovery of the limitation of vision among 
city-bred soldiers. General Sir Redvers Buller says: 
“Many of our men are city born, and England is not a 
very large country. We went out to a region where the 
principal number of our enemies were born in a very 
open country, a very large country, and it is not untrue 
to say that practically the vision, the ordinary sight, 
of our enemy was two miles at least further than the 
average sight of the English who were fighting against 
them, That is a matter of actual fact. An ordinary 
Dutchman or African can see a man coming toward 
him two miles before the man approaching can detect 
him.” 

Lord Wolseley has also stated that when he was in 
South Africa he was impressed with the same fact, 
and it has been remarked that the Boers are not so 
much better shots as better judges of distance than the 
British soldiers. It well known that savage or less civi- 
lized races living in the open air do not suffer from the 
imperfect vision resulting from defective accommodation 
of the eye, which often obtains among more highly 
civilized and educated races, “whose vision,” says the 
“Lancet,” “has been accustomed and adapted to more 
and more limited ranges.” 

Any explanation of the defective eyesight of city folk 
that is confined to the horizon line will fall far short 
of putting the matter in the true light, and our medical 
contemporaries who do not seem able to get their minds 
away from the distant horizon would do well to come 
nearer home. The question of artificial light cannot be 
ignored. In highly civilized communities the wide use 
of electric light has robbed the night of the restful 
darkness it used to bring to tired eyes. Night has been 
turned into day in towns and cities, and the glare in 
streets keeps the eyes on a strain thet is unknown among 
people who practically go to roost with the chickens. 
Moreover, the social activities of a highly civilized peo- 
ple call for more and more work by the eyes in brightly 
lighted halls, theatres and parlors, while the smoke 
and dust in busy cities are a perpetual menace to the 
healthy condition of eyes. 

If there is anything in the theory that two hours’ 
sleep before midnight is worth double the amount after, 
then the seeker after the cause of deteriorated vision 
in the city soldier need not go further than the practice 
so prevalent among the upper classes of “joying” out 
the midnight hour with sumptuous entertainment, and 
among the lower classes of making the saloon the 
rendezvous till the ‘“‘wee sma’ hours.” Given the same 
amount of rest and freedom from the strain of artificial 
illumination, it is a question whether the horizon line 
would play as large a part in affecting eyesight as ‘t is 
now credited with.

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NEW ENGLISH BATTLESHIP. 

Naval experts of this country are somewhat surprised 
at the announcement recently made that Great Britain 
will probably construct three new battleships having a 
displacement of 18,000 tons, especially in view of the 
fact that it was generally considered to be the avowed 
policy of that country not to construct any new ships 
having a greater displacement than 12,500 tons. The 
battleships proposed by England are to carry heavier 
batteries than are installed on any battleships in the 
world and will undoubtedly be the most powerful ships 
afloat. The Chief Naval Constructor of our Navy 
and other officers interested in warship construction 
see no especial advantages to be obtained by building 
ships with such great displacement. Admiral Hichborn 
has looked very carefully into this matter and does 





not believe that the increase in battery power will 
justify the increased displacement, draught and en- 
gine power entailed by such ships. 

It is assumed by the experts that ships of such a 
size must necessarily draw not less than 28 feet of 
water, and it is not believed that they can be given any 
greater speed than vessels of smaller size. For coast 
defense they will be excellent, but their duty will have 
to be “stand and take,” as it will be impossible for 
them to run away from a lighter antagonist. The great 
advantage of the ships will be in the size of their guns. 
The prominent feature in their battery will be the 7.8- 
inch rifles. Among the many disadvantages found by 
our naval experts are the larger target they will afford, 
their enormous draught, which will render them imprac- 
ticable for foreign service, and their great cost. Their 
success as sea-going ships is doubted. In this connec- 
tion Admiral -Hichborn says: “I believe the highest 
type of battleship existing is that recently designed for 
out Navy, and for which contracts have been awarded 
in the past month. These vessels are 15,000 tons dis- 
placement, 18 knots and carry guns that can throw 


more metal than any warship of their size afloat. | 


They possess high speed, great steaming radius, heavy 
protection and with all that have comparatively light 
draught, an important feature in harbor defense work. 
They can take the seas and keep them for a long per- 
iod, are good vessels in heavy weather, and because of 
their liberal freeboard may be classed as the steadiest 
gun platforms of their class.” 





A SINGLE EXAMINING BOARD. 

Lieut. Frank D. Ely, in an article on “Military Effic- 
iency” in the Cincinnati “Commercial Tribune,” -ad- 
vances arguments in favor of a single examining board. 
He says: “The best efficiency results from a military 
system which commissions as officers only men of 
demonstrated fitness for the grade to which commis- 
sioned, thereafter promotion in each arm of the Servica 
to be by seniority, after having passed increasingly rigid 
examinations, grade to grade, until becoming a field 
officer; promotions or details to staff corps to be open 
to all, fitness to be determined by special examinations, 
giving due weight to special fitness as demonstrated in 
the officers’ record. For conducting all the above ex- 
aminations there should be a single examining board, 
made up of at least five members, holding their member- 
ship until retirement. Appointments should be made to 
this board from the line of the Army not below the 
grade of captain, by selection, by vote of all general 
officers on the active list. The appointment should 
earry the rank of lieutenant colonel, and all advance in 
rank should be fixed solely on length of service as a 
member of the board. Membership should forever dis- 
qualify for all other military service or promotion than 
that so given. Members should be retired with the rank 
and pay of a major general. This would forever do 
away with political staff deals, to the eternal injury of 
the Service, and would insure a body of men incom- 
parably fitted for exacting efficiency from all officers 
appearing before them. Failure to pass a certain aver- 
age should debar promotion absolutely for one year, 
when the applicant should be permitted a second trial. 
A second failure should mean retirement without pay.”

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GUARDSMEN’S INFECTED CLOTHING. 


In our issue of Jan. 26 we published a review of the 
work of incineration at the New York State camp as 
developed along the lines proposed by Dr. William G. 
Bissell, bacteriologist of the department of health at 
Buffalo, N. Y., and formerly surgeon in the 74th regi- 
ment, N. G. N. Y. Very. appropriate to this period, when 
grip and pulmonery troubles are finding victims every- 
where, are some remarks of Dr. Bissell growing out of 
his double experience as a Guardsman and a bacteriolo- 
gist, on the possibility of the transmission of tubercuious 
infection in the Quartermaster’s Department of the Na- 
tional Guard, to which we referred several years ago. 

The scientific experiments he has made in the same 
department of investigation are interesting. The uni- 
forms of three privates, and the overcoat of one officer 
who had ieft the regiment suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, were soaked in distilled water until a suffi- 
cient sediment from each garment was obtained. This 
was injected into sixteen guinea pigs. Seven died within 
forty-eight hours of acute septic disturbances. Micro- 
scopic examinations of the lesions were made and pure 
culture of the bacillus tuberculosis were obtained. The 
animals which contracted the disease were inoculated 
with the centrifugated sediments obtained from the right- 
hand pocket of the officer’s overcoat. 

Our attention has been called to many communica- 
tions to the daily press of the country in regard to haz- 
ing at West Point, and to editorial comment thereon, 
which shows that strong support and friendship for this 
national academy exists and is ready to make itself 
known in answer to attacks upon West Point's good 
name. Edward B. Clark, not a graduate of the Acad- 
emy, but for several years a cadet there, in a letter 
to the Chicago “Times-Herald” defends hazing when 
not carried to an extreme as a valuable means for tak- 
ing the conceit out of too bumptious plebes, and for 
sorting out boys of real strength of character from the 
mass of green material sent to the Academy by trusting 
Congressmen. In conclusion he says that he was hazed 
as hard as most, but if he had a son would wish to send 
him to West Point with the sincere hope that such haz- 
ing and such fighting as his father met might not be 
abated one jot or tittle. The “Times-Herald” says in 








editorial comment that it has always insisted that it is 
absurd to regard the West Point Academy as a young 
ladies’ seminary, and adds: “Students are sent there 
to be trained into soldiers fur the field and plain, not 
for the boudoir and the summer hotel veranda. If the

When veting be- 
gan, to the amazement of even his ‘friends, Lincoln wag 
second on the poll. Dayton alone led him, and Lincoln 
at once instructed his supporters to withdraw his name 
and cast their votes for Dayton. The result is history, 
Dayton, nominated on the first formal ballot, was 
soundly beaten, along with the Pathfinder, the next 
November. “I have it on good authority,” adds Mr. 
Britton, “‘that he said when he saw the election returns: 
‘Well, after all, it is sometimes better to be a living dog 
than a dead lion.’”

The great change in the affairs of the Army in the 
last few years has made necessary many changes in the 
Army Regulations until it has become a matter of diffi- 
culty for even officers of experience to find in some cases 
just what the requirements are. Just now, when so 
many new officers are to be appointed, it would un- 
doubtedly be a great aid to the older officers who are 
to assist in their instruction, and invaluable to the newly- 
appointed officers if the War Department could issue 
a new edition of the Regulations as they stood on Jan. 
1 last. It would seem that the plan of the British War 
office of issuing their Army Regulations in a cheap 
paper form on the first of January each year, would be 
a good one to follow. If all officers could have con- 
stantly at hand a correct copy of the Regulations, many 
mistakes which result in delay and confusion in papers, 
and at times in loss to thg Government, would undoubt- 
edly be avoided.

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REPORT ON HAZING AT WEST POINT. 


The special committee of the House on hazing at the 
U. S. Military Academy, Messrs. Dick, Wanger, Smith, 
Driggs and Clayton have made a voluminous report in 
which they summarize the evidences taken by them and 
state their conclusions. Throughout the report they 
use the term “upper-classmen” in such a way as to indi- 
cate that they refer to members of the first class. It 
would have been only just to have made it clear that the 
hazing is confined to men of the third class who have been 
only one year longer in the Academy than their victims 
and have themselves had recent experince of the prac- 
tises to which they subject the “plebes.” 

Considering the fact that this investigation was prompt- 
ed by sensational reports to the effect that ex-Cadet 
Booz had lost his life in consequence of hazing, it is 
well to note in advance what the committee says on 
the subject, which is this: 

“It is, of course, impossible to determine with math- 
ematical accuracy just what has made the effect of this 
long course of cruel and annoying treatment upon fourth- 
class men. We do know that several, notably Cadets 
MacArthur, Breth, and Burton, were hazed into con- 
vulsions; that many more including Cadets Hascall, 
Kensel, MeGinnis, and Pegram, were hazed until they 
fainted. Cadet Van Natta, and perhaps others have 
been hazed until sick. Cadets Booz and Breth were 
both treated with ft severity and were never well 
after they left the Academy, and each died in his young 
manhood before the graduation of his class; but we can 
not affirmatively find that their death was caused by 
their treatment. 

“But while we can not fix upon hazing the resnonsi- 
bility for these two deaths, the possibility that it hastened 
them and the blot it throws on the otherwise fair and 
glorious fame of the Academy, its conflict with proner 
training and discipline, and unfitness in this new century, 
urge the adoption of the reasonable, yet we believe 
effective measures for its eradication and the promotion 
of discipline at the Academy hereafter proposed by this 
committee. 

“Tt has been charged that Booz was persecuted because 
of his religion, and it was also charged by Mr. Albert 
that he was driven out of the Academy because he was 
a Hebrew. Fully realizing that there should be no 
room in the Academy for racial or religious ostracism, 
your committee made some special inquiry on the sub- 
ect, and finds that on the whole a man’s religious opin- 
ons are highly respected there. Cadet Meyer once called 
Cadet Albert ‘a damned Jew,’ but this was an isolated 
case, and Mr. Meyer claims to have done so because he 
thoneht Mr. Albert was attempting to conceal his race. 
Pix-Cadet Albert testified that Cadet Jordan also catied 
him a ‘damned Jew’ while he was at the Academy. The 
conduct of these cadets was reprehensible. but in view 
of the fact thet there was no evidence of like conduct by 
others and nothing to indicate that Meyer or Jordan were 
ever guilty of similar behavior at anv other times, your 
committee feels convinced that Hebrews are usually 
treated with resnect, and this conviction is strengthened 
from the fact that there are two Hebrews now at the 
Academv. both of whom testify that they have never 

been subjected to any maltreatment Whatever on ac- 
connt of their race or religion. 

“Your committee is pleased to report that the cadets, 
as a class, have not been guilty of assailing men be- 
cause of their race or religion.” 

The committee gives a detailed description of the 
practices to which the plebes are subjected. and say: 

“The * fourth-class man must obey all orders of an 
upper-class man and pay him the same respect due 
from an upper-class man to the officers of the Academy. 
After the fourth-class men go into camp each is assigned, 
by lot or otherwise, to some upper-class man as special- 
duty man, and as such must discharge the duties of a 
body and tent servant. He must sweep his superior’s 
tent, put up and take down his bed, adjust the flons of 
his tent, carry water; clean braces, brasses, breast- 
plate, and other trimmings, gun, bayonet and sword; 
clean and care for his clothes taking out dirty collars 
and cuffs, putting in clean ones; take dirty clothes 
to the laundry and- bring clean ones back, make out 
aoe cards, copy reports, and discharge other similar 

uties, 

“It is but justice to say that while under the cadet 
code a special-duty man is bound to do all these things, 
many of the upper-class men fail to require that they 
all be performed; but, so far as your committee have 
discovered, all upper-class men have required the per- 
formance of some of them. This special duty continues 
during camp. The upper-class men, profiting no doubt 
by what they have learned from their predecessors and 
the aid of their own fertile ingenuity, have resorted to 
more than one hundred distinct methods of eagle | 
and harassing fourth-class men. Your committee wil 
not attempt to name or describe them all, but will name 
a number, describing them briefly when the name itself 
does not sufficiently do so. The are divided into three 
general classes: 

“First. Things done professedly for the good of 
fourth-class men or of the Service. 

“Second. Things done to punish fourth-class men for 
violations of the upper-class code. 

“Third. Things done apparently without purpose, ex- 
cept to annoy, or for the mere amusement of upper- 
class men. 

“Many of the things done by the upper-class men are 
boyish pranks and are known as ‘funny formations,’ but 
even these are frequently conducted in such a way as 
to outrage the noblest feelings of the heart. Philip H. 
Sheridan, jr., was compelled to ride a broomstick up and 
own the company street, saying, ‘Turn, boys, turn; 
we are going back,’ in mockery of his illustrious 
father’s achievement at Winchester.” 

On the age of compelling the fourth-class men to 
obey the higher (i. e., third-class) men or else take a 
thrashing, the report says: 

“There is usually an appearance of fairness about 
this in thet an effort is made to have the combatants 
as nearly the same weight, height, and length of arm as 
possibles and the upper-class man selected can not weigh 
above 10 pounds more than the lower-class man and 
must not greatly exceed him in height or length of arm. 
There is no fairness in it, in fact, however, as most of 
these fights take place while in camp and when the 
fourth-class man has been in camp but a few days and 
during that time has been drilling four hours a day with 
a regulation gun and is usually so exhausted as to be 
weaker than when he came to the Academy. The evi- 
dence shows that many of the lower-class men leave 
their first camp thinner and lighter than they entered. 
On the other hand, the upper-class man is hardened by 
more than a year’s careful athletic training. 

“While upper-class cadets insist that tuese fights are 
fair, they substantially all agree that the object of these 
fights is to punish the lower-class man, and the upper- 


class man who is to fight is selected with the intention 
and purpose of having him whip the fourth-class man. 
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A conclusive proof of the unfairness and inequality of 

these fights is found in the fact that so far as appears in 

more than forty conducted since June, 1897, the fourth- 
class men have won four and two have been declared 
draws. It is perhaps fair to say that the fact that u - 
class men win an overwhelming majority of these ts 
may not be due wholly to * “eo strength or ent, 
but in part to the fact that upper-class men 
greater familiarity with what is expected in such a con- 
test, have more class and personal pride, and fight with 
more vigor and tenacity. 

“Some of the witnesses testified that if a fourth- 
class man has conscientious convictions against fighting 
he is not bound to fight if he, in general, lives up to the 
like high ideal. This is largely theoretical, however, 
as the evidence shows no case of a fourth-class man ask- 
ing to be excused on this ground. There is also testi- 
mony that in one case after a fourth-class man had 
fought more than once a chivalric upper-class man 
announced that he had fought enough and if there were 
to be any more fights he would take the lower-class 
man’s place. Unless excused because of his conscien- 
tious convictions, or because some upper-class man has 
thus volunteered to cane his battles for him, a fourth- 
class man is not at liberty to decline-a challenge to 
fignt sent by an — =. ting committee, but must 
accept or be cut by the entire school, both the upper- 
class men and his own. } 

“We do not find that there has ever been any unfair- 
ness upon the part of the referee as against the fourth- 
class man in his rulings. : 

“A fight to a finish has a more vicious meaning here 
than elsewhere. Theoretically when a man is clearly 
whipped his seconds may throw up the fight. The record 
shows, however, but one instance of this being attempted, 
and in that the principal was the uper-class man in the 
fight and refused to abide by his seconds’ advice. To 
show his grit and courage the defeated party, although 
helpless so far as fighting is concerned, must nomina cd 
go on so long as by any possibility he can come bac 
to the ring, even though he be incapable of doing any- 
thing but take punishment. Many of the witnesses say 
that he must fight until knocked insensible: others say 
that of course he would be excused when physically in- 
capable of coming up again. 

‘The character of the fights thus indulged in, not oc- 
easionally, but more than forty times since June. 1397, 
is illustrated by the fact that there is evidence that in 
almost all instances the defeated party has had to go 
to the hospital, and in about half the cases the successful 
one has likewise gone. 

“This system of fighting has been the chief instru- 
mentality for the maintenance of the authority of upper- 
class men over fourth-class men. Presumably the fourth- 
class men would refuse to be hazed beyond endurance 
but for the fact that their alternative is to submit to 
fight with every prospect of defeat, or be cut by all 
the cadets at the Academy. 

“In the opinion of this committee when this system of 
fighting has been destroyed the worst forms of hazing 
must die with it. Such fights as these are felonies in 
many of the States. They have gone on for years at 
West Point, and no one has been punished during the 
period covered by the investigations by your committee, 
and the time has now arrived when Congress must decide 
whether the fights, substantially everywhere else treated 
as high crimes, shall eontinue to go on at the miitary 
reservation at West Point.” 

Of the superintendent, Colonel Mills, and the Com- 
mandant of Cadets, Colonel Hein, we are told that 
both these officers have diligently sought to suppress 
the more serious forms of hazing, and have had a con- 
siderable measure of success, but many causes have con- 
tributed to defeat their efforts. A great number of 
severe punishments less than expulsion have from time 
to time been meted out to offenders, and finally, in 
September, 1898, the upper classes adopted resolutions 
pledging themselves to cease exercising fourth-class men. 
The cadets are not all in accord as to just what tus 
meant, but it is generally agreed that it included eagl- 
ing, wooden-willying, doing footballs, choo-chooing, dip- 
ping, stretching, and the like; and it is equally agreed 
that it did not include bracing, dosing with hell sauce, 
quatitying, requiring service of special-duty men, or 

ghting. 

“Your committee ought, in fairness, to say that these 
resolutions have been kept by the pee men in 
good faith, according to their several constructions of 
them, and as a result the camp of 1900 was the best 
in years and the most free from odious forms of hazing; 
but as about twenty challenge fights have taken place 
since the adoption of these resolutions it cannot be 
claimed that an ideal condition was attained thereby.” 

The committee think that every officer at the Academy 
should be required to report every matter coming to his 
attention tending to indicate a breach of discipline, and 
the superintendent required to investigate all matters 
60 reported. 

“This will not alone be sufficient to furnish adequate 
surveillance. The Academy has two mess halls, and 
there is only one Army officer present to watch the two, 
with between 400 and 500 cadets. In camp there is ade- 
quate provision for surveillance by army officers and it is 
almost wholly under the care of cadet officers and sen- 
tinels. Your committee feel that if army officers were 
more directly in charge of the cadets and brought into 
more close contact with them that the danger of fourth- 
class men being thus unjustly reported for demerits 
would be reduced. Aside from this, however, your 
committee are convinced that the presence of more 
army officers in the camp at all hours of the day and 
night is absolutely essential to the thorough mainte- 
nance of discipline. 

“Your committee also believe that if more army officers 
were in and about the camp it would lead to more 
intimate association and higher mutual respect and re- 

ard, and thus enable the officers more effectually to 
impress upon the cadets the degrading character of the 
offenses sought to be suppressed and the better purpos3 
to which cadets should devote themselves. 
_ “Again, the close association of selected and exper- 
ienced army officers with the cadets would greatly aid 
in the education of the latter and the improvement of 
their military character, instilling in their minds a 
high conception of the soldier’s duty. At the close of 
academic studies in June the professors and instructors 
have leave of absence until the resumption of such 
studies in the following September, and so it is that 
throughout the camp and during the time when the most 
difficulty is experienced in maintaining discipline the 
reservation is almost entirely strip of officers. 

“This should be remedied either by shortening the leave 
of the professors and instructors and requiring that 
only a part have leave at a time or by the assignment 
of such other army officers to the Academy during that 
period as will effectually administer proper discipline.”

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DIPLOMACY BEATS BULLETS IN PANAY. 


A correspondent of the New York “Tribune” writing 
from the island of Panay, just before Christmas, gives 
some interesting details regarding the pacification of 
the island which are all the more significant as the 
writer is said to be an officer on duty there. He insists 
that most of the officers on duty throughout the Fourth 
District, Department of the Visayas, have had little or 
no sympathy with anything relating to civil government. 
They believed the time was not ripe for it, and that 
military administration was all that the circumstances 
demanded or justified. Nevertheless, the district com- 
mander, Col, Edmund Rice, 26th Vol. Inf., insisted on 
his policy being carried out of combining as much as 
possible the civil and the muitary. Month after month 
he work went on, everything possible being done to get 
he officers interested in the civil work, and to inform 
the natives of their privileges and opportunities. Time 
and time again elections were ordered to be held in cer- 
ain of the — only to get the report ““No one here 
cares to take the necessary oath of allegiance to the 
United States Government.” 

On Oct. 30, 1 the commanding officer of the circle 
ro reported “that not even the three residents nec- 
y to act as election judges were obtainable.” On 
Noy. 10 the district commander wrote: “I have the 
honor to request that authority be given to call upon 
the inhabitants of the towns of Jaro and Molo, to take 
the oath of allegiance to the United States, believin 

that {he time is now ripe for insisting that they shoul 

come out openly, either for or against our Government.” 

At last Colonel Rice’s aide, Lieut. D. Mac- 
Grecor, 26th Vol. Inf., whom the district commander 
had put in charge of civil affairs last April, cut the 
Gordian knot. He had won the friendship and esteem 
of the most clever and influential clique of the island of 
Panzy. These were men of wealth, education and 
travel, and called themselves “neutrals” so far as the 
war was concerned. The Lieutenant had brought much 
influence to bear on them to make them “pro-American.” 
It is well to make it plain what this “neutrality” or 
apparent apathy meant. Almost everywhere on the 
island American officers and soldiers were met with 
smiling faces, profound obeisances and the utmost def- 
erence. But when anything was asked to be done in the 
nature of co-operating with the Americans, or that 
might be regarded in the least bit compromising to their 
own absolute independence, the natives became as cold 
as basilisks. 

But on Noy. 22 last Appollonio Le Desma, one of the 
clique, decided to take the oath. He said he had thor- 
oughly canvassed Jaro, and asked that to all the people 
of that district might be given an sy ge to take 
the oath on the day following. Le Desma and Villa- 
lobes were then duly sworn, and on the following day 
hundreds of Jaro citizens.of all classes surged about 
Post Headquarters endeavoring to swear allegiance. 
Two days later Molo followed suit, and the oaths there 
quickly ran into the thousands. Colonel Rice telegraphed 
all over the island, announcing that the ice had en 
broken, and that Jaro and Molo had fallen into line. 
One month later, on Dec. 21, the record of oaths taken 
in Panay was as follows: 

Jaro, 4,949; Molo, 3,810; Pototan, 2,439; Cabatuan, 
1,682; Leon, 1,739; Tigbauan, 452; Oton, 221; Cordovas, 
277: San Miguel, 1,714; Alimodial, 205; St. Barbara, 
662; Lloilo, 2.731; Barotac, 3,170; Mandurriao, 500; 
Mingao, 507; Guimbal, 112; Igbaras, 169; San Joaquim, 
35: Lapaz, 510. Total, 25,884. 

Nowhere else in the entire Archipelago has such a 
record been made. Up to June 30 only five thousand 
persons in the Archipelago had taken the oath of am- 
nesty. In Panay they were coming in at the rate of 
about fifteen hundred a day, faster than they could be 
accommodated. 

This change of front is regarded as one of the turning 
points in our administration, particularly as Panay has 
not been one of the “friendly islands.” War is still on 
in Panay, as elsewhere, and four officers have been 
killed there in the last few months, and men propor- 
tionately, and guerrilla work of the fiercest and most 
stubborn kind is continued by some of the natives away 
from the towns. 

The credit for this peaceful solution of a very menac- 
ing problem, and one that was growing daily more por- 
tentous, rests, says the correspondent, almost wholly 
with Colonel Rice, who has worked hard to bring it 
about, and despite all the difficulties, he has so enthused 
his officers of the 26th Regiment that success has been 
made feasible. Tact, patience and diplomacy have ac- 
complished what bayonets and bullets never could bring 
about. There results a cheerful, enthusiastic and con- 
tented lot of new Americans, and the consciousness on 
the part of the district commander of work well done 
and enduring. With the island of Panay becoming 
Americanized at the rate of fifteen hundred a day, the 
end is in sight. Divested of the support from the towns, 
the bands of insurgents that still exist must languish and 
lisintegrate. °

COLONEL DAGGETT’S STORY OF PEKIN. 


We have already told of the welcome accorded the 
l4th Infantry on its return to Manila from its labors 
in China, but nowhere have we found a more graphic 
picture of the arduous work it had to do than in the irter- 
view in the Manila ‘“‘American” of Nov. 16, with Coi. 
Asron S. Daggett, its commanding officer. In the record 
of that famous fighting regiment no event will probably 
stond out in bolder relief in the years to come than its 
enforced passage through the walls of the Imperial City. 
However great was the exhibition of courage in enter- 
ing Pekin, “it was not to be compared,” says the 
“American,” “with the task which was assigned it on 
the day following, in the matter of penetrating the Im- 
Perial City, which was unquestionably the most formid- 
ab'e work that any body of troops was ever called upon 
to accomplish.” 

ccording to the statement of our Manila contempo- 
rary the 14th did not know they were to be called upon to 
en'er the = or City on that now historical morning 
until General Chaffee rode along and said to Colone 
Doggett: “I want you to enter the Imperial City.” 
Subseqnently Captain Crozier, an officer who was acting 
on General Chaffee’s staff, rode up to Colonel Daggett 
and said: ‘The General wishes you to enter the Im- 
Perial City. I will show you the gate. There it is 
(pointing it out); my work ceases, yours begins.” 

Colonel Daggett had only two battalions of infantry 
armed with rifles. No battering rams, no ropes, no lad- 
ders, no axes—absolutely nothing to penetrate yards 
after yards of those mammoth walls but the rifles in 
the hands of the soldiers. here were no plans, no in- 
formation whatever given as to what the gates were or 
what was within. Surely, it was a dark proposition; 


gloomy enough to dishearten the bravest spirit. In 
olonel Daggett’s own words, “It was the most 
roblem I ever had presented to me in my whole life. 

f Colonel Daggett was filled with consternation and 
apprehension, it did not destroy his courage or deprive 
him of judgment and power to act. On the contrary, 
his courage and mental resources were inspired by the 
importance of the occasion. 

Colonel] Daggett is thus quoted: “I examined the 

ates and found that they were about 30 feet high by 

5 wide and about 7 to 8 inches thick, of a very solid 
material of an unknown substance, but as hard and solid 
as adamant. I looked through the crack between the 
two gates where they swing together, and saw that they 
were barred inside with a beam eight inches in diameter, 
and locked with an iron bolt bar about three inches in 
diameter by twenty inches in length. Anything we could 
have found for a battering ram would have made no 
more impression upon the gates than a toothpick. I 
sent for two guns of Reilly’s battery. They were 
planted within 20 feet of the gate, and cut the beam 
off with shell when the ge swung open. This led 
through an archway about feet high, feet wide, by 
90 feet long. 

“Beyond this archway was a court over 700 yards long 
by about 80 yards wide. At the farther end of the 
court Was an immense wall about 45 feet high and sur- 
mounted by a large pagoda. Along the front and on to 
of this wall was a-rampart of marble, behind whic 
were the imperial soldiers; this front extended about 125 
yards. I ordered the ner to shell them through 
the archway, behind* which they were screened. 
develop the enemy more fully 1 ordered a platoon of 
Captain Martin’s Company, M, under Lieutenant Mur- 
phy, to enter the court. After advancing about 75 
yards they drew a severe fire from the enemy, from the 
wall and pagoda. This platoon responded with a brisk and 
well-directed fire, and soon reduced the severity of the 
enemy’s fire. 

“Seeing that our losses were very small, I decided to 
increase our volume of fire by sendine the whole com- 
pany in, with Captain Martin. This increase of volume 
of fire proses silenced the enemy’s fire, but did not 
drive them away. I then ordered Company K, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Burnside, around their left flank 
to deliver a fire from roofs of buildings. I also ordered 
other companies around the same flank for the same 
purpose. As soon as Lieutenant Burnside’s fire became 
effective they fied. The command then entered the 
court and advanced to the wall and pagoda, from which 
we had just driven them. There we found gates similar 
to the first ones we entered. 

“We broke them open in the same manner as before, 
and, when opened, another court presented itself of the 
same width, but less than one-half as long as the former 
one. On a careful inspection of the wall and pagoda, 
I concluded it was not occupied by the enemy. We 
entered and advanced to the wall without opposition, 
and here we found the same gates and same walls as 
before, and they were blown open in the same way. Be- 
yond this wall was another court of the same width, but 
about 500 feet long. At the further end of this was 
another wall and pagoda similar to the one first de- 
scribed. On examination I found that they were occu- 
pied by troops of the Imperial Army. 

“At this time some of General Chaffee's staff officers 
came up and said that there were no troops there, and 
thought there was nothing to hinder from proceeding 
in with the whole command. I told them that there 
were troops there, and we would have to drive them out 
as before. They thought not, and rode through the 
archway entering the court. They came back much 
quicker than they went in. We reduced this place in the 
same manner as before, meeting, perhaps, more stubborn 
resistance. On entering this court and looking through 
the crack between the gates, I saw it was the last gate 
and the last wall which separated us from the Palace 
or Forbidden City. 

“As we were about to scale the wall with ladders 
which we had just borrowed from the Japanese, and to 
cut open the gates with artillery, I received orders to 
suspend all further operations. It was a great disap- 
pointment to the 14th Infantry. Having accomplished 
their work so successfully thus far, they desi to com- 
plete it by an actual entrance into the sacred Forbidden 
City. This ended the fighting of the campaign. The 
work was accomplished by the 14th Infantry, two guns 
of Reilly’s Battery, under Lieutenant Summerall, and 
a gatling gun served by seven or eight men of the 9th 
Infantry, commanded by Lieutenant Corcoran, of the 
6th Cavalry. 

“We learned afterwards that the allied forces called 
a halt on any further movements. They were willing 
enough for us to begin the work, for they didn’t believe 
we could accomplish it. However brilliant the work of 
the 14th Infantry was on the previous day, when it 
sealed the walls, I regard its accomplishments on this 
day as the crowning work of the campaign. All of this 
work was accomplished on this day with the loss of 
only 18 men. If we had not taken the necessary pre- 
cautions to save life, fully 100 would have been lost.”

The House has received froni the Secretary of War 
a supplemental estimate of $503,125 for rapid-fire 
of 3-inch and 6-inch calibre, for the fortifications. e 
necessity for this is due to the fact that the Department 
contracted for 50 of these guns on May 18, 1 to be 
paid for from an allotment made by the President. from 
the $50,000,000 appropriated for national defense, The 
contractors having failed up to this time to present a sat- 
isfactory gun, their contract has been annulled; and as 
the guns are urgently needed a sum will need to be 
reappropriated, as the Comptroller of the Treasury has 
decided that the appropriation for national defense will 
not be available even for contract obligations after 
vune 30, 1901. 

The House on Feb. 12 considered and passed H. R. 
14,017, making appropriation for the support of the 
Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902. On 
motion of Mr. Fitzgerald the following amendment was 
added: ‘That the provisions of section 1 of the act of 
Jan, 12, 1809, be extended so as to apply to all officers 
and enlisted men authorized by the act of March 2, 
1899, who served honestly and faithfully beyond the 
limits. of the United States.” > 

It was provided that 12 of the 42 veterinarians be 
assigned. to the artillery. The mileage clause was 
amended by inserting the word “hereafter,” so as to 
avoid the necessity for inserting this clause in the bills 
of future years. It was further amended by authorizing 
the Secretary of War to determine what shall constitute 
travel and duty ‘“‘without troops” within the meanin 
of the laws governing the payment of mileage an 
commutation of quarters. As Mr. Hall explained, this 
was put in “for the reason that for the first time 
in the history of the Government the Comptroller has 
decided that one man, an orderly going with an officer, 
is traveling ‘with troops,’ and therefore he. should have 
no mileage at all. I think that every man will recognize 
the absurdity of that. An officer is ordered from here 
to Chicago for the purpose of recruiting, and he takes 
an orderly with him. ‘They all need an orderly; they 
have got to have one. He takes the sergeant with him, 
and under the recent decision of the Comptroller he 
is not allowed mileage. At all the recruiting stations 
one soldier with the officer deprives him of commutation 
of quarters. The only re they can get around that 
is to hire a civilian and abolish the custom of having an 
orderly, which they need, or a sergeant and a corporal, 
at a recruiting station.” 

The following proviso was added, and a few other 
technical amendments were adopted: ‘Provided further, 
That enlisted men receiving or entitled to the 20 per 
cent. increased pay herein authorized shall not be en- 
titled to or receive any increased compensation for what 
is known as extra or special duty.” 

On Wednesday, Feb, 13, the two Houses of Congress 
assembled in the hall of the House of Representatives 
at 1 p. m. for the purpose of counting the Electoral vote. 
Formal announcement was made of the fact that 
of the 447 electors had voted for William McKinley, of 
Ohio, and 155 for William Jennings Bryan, of Nebraska. 

The same number of votes was cast for Vice-Presi- 
dent, Theodore Roosevelt, of New York, receiving 292 
votes, and Adlai E. Stevenson, of Illinois, 155 votes. 

In connection with the consideration by the sub-com- 
mittee of the Senate Committee on Appropriations of 
the Fortifications bill an appropriation of $115,000 has 
been voted for the purpose of constructing a target in 
the shape of a battleship for the final testing of the 
efticiency of the Gathmann gun and system of packing 
gun cotton. Before granting this sum for Gathmann’s 
test the committee took the testimony of officers con- 
nected with the Ordnance Department of the Army. 
It was argued that the large sums already spent by the 
Government for the construction of the gun now at 
Sandy Hook would be of no avail unless a practical test 
was made of the gun cotton shells packed ty the Gath- 
mann system. ‘The important matter of the scope of 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications is also under 
consideration in this connection. It is proposed to en- 
large the board by the addition of two officers of the 
artillery and to actually empower it to decide all ques- 
tions relating.to types of ordnance for our Army.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Naval Appropriation bill passed the Senate in 
much the same shape as reported from the Committee 
on Naval Affairs and as stated in brief last week. The 
action of the Senate Committee in striking out the 
proviso for the commissioning of the naval cadets im- 
mediately after their graduation from the Academy has 
not met with the favor of the Navy Department, where 
there is a full realization of the urgent need for addi- 
Nor was the action of the committee 
relative to the increase in the Navy received with any 
marked degree of favor by the Department. It will 
be remembered that the House bill was changed so that 
the Secretary of the Navy is simply directed to pre- 
pare the plans and specifications of two sea-going battle- 
ships and two armored cruisers, and to submit to Con- 
gress a general description of such battleships and 
cruisers on the first Monday in December next. Special 
directions are given to the Secretary as to settling once 
and for all the question as to sheathing the vessels and 
also as to the arrangement of the batteries. In lieu of 
the two battleships and two armored cruisers provided 
in the House bill for immediate construction the Senate 
Committee, following the recommendation of Admiral 
Dewey, inserts a provision for the construction of three 
submarine boats of the Holland type, to cost not to 
exceed $170,000; this notwithstanding the fact that a 
majority of the members of the Naval Board on Con- 
struction oppose this action. 

A most important amendment was introduced by the 
Senate and passed with the bill. It is as follows: 

“That the advancement in rank of officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps, whensoever made, for service 
rendered during the war with Spain, pursuant, respec- 
tively, to the provisions of Sections 1506 and 1605 of the 
Revised Statutes, shall not interfere with the regular 
promotion of officers otherwise entitled to promotion, 
but officers so advanced to higher grades by reason of 
war service shall be carried thereafter as additional to 
the numbers of each grade to which they may at any 
time be promoted; and each such officer shall Laseadiior 
he promoted in due course, contemporaneously with and 
to take rank next after the officer immediately above 
him; and all advancements made by reason of war 
service shall be appropriately so designated upon the 
otticial Navy list; Provided, however, That no promo- 
tion shall be made to fill a vacancy occasioned by the 
promotion, retirement, death, resignation or dismissal 
of any officer who, at the time of such promotion, re- 
tirement, death, resignation or dismissal, is an addi- 
tional member of his grade under the provisions of this 
act.” 

The Senate also restored the provisions for an In- 
spector of Naval Accounts and for assistant chiefs of 
bureaus stricken out by the House. 

The Secretary of the Navy is directed by the Senate 
bill to have the coast and waters adjacent to Porto 
Rico examined into with a view to the establishment of 
a naval station. The provisions relating to the Naval 
Observatory remain in the bill, and $250, is appro- 
priated for the Cavite Naval Station. In other respects 
the bill is the same as stated in the Army and Navy 
Journal of Feb. 9. Senators Hale, Chandler and Till- 
man have been appointed conferrees on ‘the part of the 
Senate, and for the House Representatives Foss, Clay- 
ton and Cummings. The conference committee will hold 
meeting immediately and in all probability the meas- 
ure will be reported back to the respective houses some 
time next week.

Capt. Charles B. Schofield, 2d U. 8S. Cav, adjutant of 
the regiment died of heart disease at Matanzas, Cuba, 
Friday, the first of February. Captain Schoneld will be 
mourned by a legion of friends. It is believed he had 
not a single enemy, and few could meet him and come 
under the influence of his genial, gentle and generous 
nature and be indifferent to his charming personality. 
He was possessed of a brilliant, scintillating, corruscat- 
ing wit, which was never used to wound the sensi- 
bilities of others, but which was so playful and sponta- 
neous as to afford unfailing and almost unending en- 
joyment to all who were fortunate enough to share his 
acquaintance and companionship. His wit and humor 


_ bubbled as from a perpetual fountain and he never 


seemed to expect, far less demand, applause. Indeed, 
he often seemed surprised that he had been witty. 

To many who only knew Captain Schofield in gen- 
eral, social! intercourse at the mess or in his club, it 
seemed as if there were but this one side to his life 
and character, but to those who knew him on duty he 
was a wise and trusty counsellor, filled with a rare com- 
mon sense, honesty and truth, and in all professional 
matters he was alert, intelligent, painstaking and devot- 
ed. He was brave and zealous, 

Captain Schotield was born at Freeport, Illinois, 
June 26, 1849. He entered the U. 8: Military Academy 
at West Point as a cadet July 1, 1866 and graduated 
June 15, 1870; was promoted 2d lieutenant, 2d Cav., 
that date, 1st lieutenant June 14, 1879, and captain 
June 19, 1890. He served with his regimeut on the fron- 
tier from graduation until he joined the staff 
of his brother, then Major Gen. John M. Schofield, 
as aide-de-camp, with whom he served until Sept. 30, 
1885. Captain Schofield then rejoined his regiment and 
continued on duty with it until he was reappointed 
aide-de-camp to Major General Schofield and_ re- 
mained on duty with him as acting lieutenant col- 
onel until Lieutenant General Schonheld was retired, 
Sept. 29, 1895. When General Schofield was made 
Lieut.-General, Captain Schofield attained the rank, 
on the staff, of lieutenant colonel, which he enjoyed until 
his brother’s retirement. 

Captain Schofield joined the 2d Cavalry at Fort Win- 
gate, N. M., in 1895, and till his death served with it. 
Owing to impaired health he did not get into Cuba 
during the Santiago campaign, but went with the regi- 
ment to Santa Clara after the withdrawal of the Span- 
ish troops. He was made adjutant of the regiment 
March &, 1900, and occupied that responsible position 
when he died. Indeed, more than one-half of his ser- 
vice with his regiment had been as its adjatant. sp 





The funeral of Capt. O. B. Schofield, 2d Cav., on 
Feb. 5 was to the American colony one of the most im- 
pressive scenes witnessed in Matanzas, Cuba. The ser- 
vices were held at the residence of Col. H. E. Noyes.

RECENT DEATHS. 


The funeral of the late Lieut. James Danner, 28th 
Vol. Inf., accidentally killed at Balayan, P. I., took 
place on Thursday, Jan. 24, 1901, from the residence 
of his parents, 326 East Market street, York, Pa. The 


funeral party consisted of the immediate family and 
the escort, Co. A, 8th regiment N. G. P., of which he had 
been a former member, together with the Spanixh- 
American war veterans, headed by the Spring-garden 
band. The coffin was wrapped in the American flag 
and upon it were laid several floral emblems, the sword 
presented to him by his York friends, also the cap worn 
by him whilé in the service. Services were held in St. 
John’s Episcopal Church. Thence the cortege proceeded 
to Prospect Hill Cemetery, where was pronounced 
the simple but impressive burial service, after which 
three volleys were fired over the grave and while the 
sound of the reports of the guns was still reverberating 
along the low hills, Bugler 8. Lauck sounded the last 
and saddest honors to the soldier dead—“Taps.” The 
whole was a feeling tribute to the memory of a loved 
comrade, a brave and faithful officer. 

Capt, Francis Martin, the oldest officer in the U. 8. 
Revenue Cutter Service, died at Detroit, Mich., on 
Jan. 31, aged nearly 101 years. Born in New York in 
the year 1800, almost within the sound of the sea, Cap- 
tain Martin was naturally attracted to a nautical career. 
He was but 14 years of age when he embarked on his 
uncie’s brig, the Vigilant. This apprenticeship was the 
beginning of a roaming life filled with adventure and 
peril, the record of which can be equaled by few men. 
He was among the few who participated in the historic 
funeral of Napoleon Bonaparte on the lonely island of 
St. Helena, in 1821. Memories of his. busy early life 
inelude battles with pirates on tne high seas, arte all 
tion in the Seminole Indian war and an active campaign 
in the hostilities against Mexico, during the greater part 
of which war his cutter was one of the lenge | eet. 
He fought under General Taylor in the battle of Corpus 


Christi, Texas, in 1846, and was well acquainted with - 
General Scott and other noted leaders in the Mexican 
War. During the long years that the sea claimed him 
he wandered into many far-distant and isolated places. 
some of which had never been explored by civilized 
man. Before he was 20 years old he had visited St. 
Petersburg, Russia, when that great seat of Umpire was 


still a modest village, and he had an honored record as 
the master of sailing craft on both sides of the Atlantic 
while still a very young man. In June, 1832, he was 
commissioned a third lieutenant in the U, 8S. Revenue 
Cutter Service by President Andrew Jackson. He was 
commissioned a second lieutenant ..ug. 12, 1833; com- 
missioned a first lieutenant July 24, 1839, and promoted 
to captain Oct. 1, 1851, and after a long and faithful 
career was placed on “waiting orders,” on account of 

age, on May 3, 1877. 

The Manila “Times” of Dec. 18 said: “The man 
friends of Capt. Montgomery D. Parker, 8th Inf., wi 
be deeply agree to hear of his untimely death, from 
dysentery, in the Ist Reserve Hospital yesterday.

DEATH OF GENERAL PRENTISS.. 


Major Gen. B. M. Prentiss, one of the many to receive 
the popular appellation of “hero of Shiloh” and captain 
of the first Illinois Infantry in the Mexican War, died 
in Bethany, Mo., on Feb. 8. With his death the last 
member of the historic Gen. Fitz-John Porter court- 
martial passes away. He was eighty-one years old, 
and had lived in retirement so long that the fact that 


he was alive was not ponecaliy «xnown. The handicaps 
under which General Prentiss labored on that eventfu! 
Sunday in April, 1862, have always been appreciated by 
military men, who have never withheld from him due 
credit for good work with very unpromising material. 
The command of General Prentiss consisted of a div- 
ision organized from unassigned regiments and all were 
green troops. He had no cavalry outposts and made the 
mistake of attacking Hardee’s skirmish line. think- 
ing it was an outpost, and the fuil crash of battle was 
on him before he had time to rally. His mistake was 
made the easier by the morning mist that lay thick and 
illusory over the w valleys. Prentiss’s most 
inexperienced men, if such a discriminating superla- 
tive can apply to soldiers so green as his, were in front, 
and hastened to the rear, two cowardly colonels taking 
their regiments with them. Still Prentiss made a vig- 
orous resistance and it was not until about 3 p. m. that, 
when the troops on his wings had been repulsed and he 
was surrounded, he surrendered, giving up 2,200 officers 
and men, 

The late Col. Theodore S. Case said that while a pris- 
oner on his way to the military prison, General Pren- 
tiss took advantage of a brief rest at Charleston to make 
the hottest, fiercest kind of Union speech to his fellow 
prisoners. After his release in October he was made 
a major-general by President Lincoln. In 1863 he was 
sent to Helena, Ark., to fight General Price, whom he 
defeated. He resigned in the fall of that year. On 
the subject of the battle of Shiloh, General Prentiss 
was always particularly touchy. Four years ago, the 
newspapers say, a visitor at Bethany said Prentiss sur- 
rendered in the morning. He was dared to make the 
statement before Prentiss, and defiantly went to the old 
general's law office to do so. Some of the towns-people 
followed to see the fun. The stranger made exactly 
the statement he said he woui, and when he was 
pulled out of the old general’s reach his eyes were 
bruised and his face disfigured.

D. M. Carman, a former Californian, and Theodore 
Carranza, have been arrested, charged with furnishing 
supplies to aid the insurgents. Many business men in 


Manila have been having relations of a similar nature 
with the Snsusgents. me native ally of Carman is 
said to have $10,000 in insurgent money deposited in 
a Spanish-Filipino bank at Manila. This money has 
been confiscated by the American authorities. It may 
have been the sum which is said to have been raised 
by a religious deception. A native posed as the Saviour 
and ignorant adorers flocking to worship were a 

small sums, the total amounting to thousands and being 
sent away to the rebels. Jn General Otis’s time Car- 
man was knowa as a cunning trader who had received 
a monopoly at Manila ov native boats, lighters and 
even beasts of burden. General Otis denies that he was 
ever in his employ as a secret-service agent, though 
the Q. M. Dept. did much business with him. 

Press advices of Feb. 8 stated that there had been 
considerable misunderstanding between the military and 
the new provincial officers at Benguet, based, partly, 
on the belief of the subordinate military officers that 
the provincial secretary was an insurgent sympathizer. 
Mutual understandings have been reached, and the 
military in Benguet have been ordered to co-operate 
fully with the civil authorities. 

Peace meetings are reported in various places in Lu- 
zon. At Benguet on Feb. 11, 500 ple of the vicinity 
adopted resolutions pledging allegiance and fidelity to 
the United States, and appealing to the inhabitants of 
the Archipelago to cease resistance to the Americans. 
At Bucay and Mariquina, towns not-far from Manila, 
similar meetings were held. Messrs. Taft, Worcester 
and Moses of the Philippine Commission and General 
Grant. with the Federal party leaders, Senores Arellano 
and Tavera and ex-General Flores, went to Bulacan 
on Feb, 12. Brief addresses in English, Spanish and 
Tagalog were made to gatherings of natives at Bocave, 
Guiguinto, Malolos, Calumpit and San Fernando, where 
Colonel Page entertained the commission. ‘Three hun- 
dred school children sang national airs. Later the com- 
mission proceeded to Bacolor, the oye of the province, 
which was profusely decorated with flags and pictures 
of Washington and McKinley. A number of represen- 
tatives from neighboring towns gave a banyuet in honor 
of the commission. It is the boast in the town that not 
a hostile shot has been fired since March. The leading 
men of the town have pledged themselves to give the 
heartiest support to the civil administration. These 
towns are all north of Manila, on the line of the rail- 
way ronning to Dagupan, and were the scenes of the 
heavy fighting in the spring and summer of 1899, when 
Generals MacArthur, heaton and Lawton broke up 
re resistance by taking Malolos, the rebel cap- 
tal. 

Smallpox has appeared in the 33d Vol. Inf., and 
three companies have been quarantined. The condition 
of those suffering with the disease is not serious.

AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE. 


G. O..107, DEC. 21, 1990, DEPT. SOUTHERN LUZON.

Glidden, 46th Inf., was president, and Ist Lieut. J. B. 
Webb, 46th Inf., was udge advocate, for the trial of 
Corp. John Good, Co. E, 46th Inf., on a charge of vio- 
lation of the 42d Article of War, ‘of which he was ac- 
quitted by the court, Major Gen. Bates thus comments 
on the extraordinary’ proceedings 

“In the foregoing case of Corp. “Jonn Good, Co. E, 46th 
Inf., U. S. Vols., the court finds the accused, of the 
specification, guilty of the facts as charged, with the 
exception of the word ‘shamefully,’ but attach no crimi- 
nality thereto, and of the excepted word not guilty. 
Omitting the word ‘shamefully’ trom the specification, 
it reads as follows: In that Corp. John Good, Co. E, 
46th Inf., U. 8S. Vols., being in command of a detachment 
of his company duly placed in charge of one escort 
wagon and four mules, for the purpose of conducting 
the instruments and peepee of the band, 46th Inf., 
U. 8. Vols, from Indan to Silang, Province of Cavite, 
P. 1., and having been fired upon from ambush by parties 
unknown, did abandon said government property and’ 
transportation, and run away trom the enemy to a point 
at least one mile from the place of attack, and did remain 
absent from his position of duty, failing to protect or to 
recover pouy it was his duty to detend, until he was 
found us absent and ordered by his commanding 
officer, Major W. H. Johnston, 46th Inf., U. 8. Vols., to 
return to the wagon and his position of duty. This in 
time of insurrection, on the Indan-Silang road, about 
four mies east of Indan, Province of Cavite, P. IL, May 


“In other words, notwithstanding the fact that the 
court finds that the accused abandoned an escort wagon 
and four mules and the band instruments, which he was 
called upon to defend; that he ran away from the enemy 
to a point at least one mile from the place of attack, 
and failed to recover or protect the property it was 
his duty to defend, it—the court—adds that no crimi- 
nality is attached thereto. How such a conclusion could 
be reached by the eight officers composing the court 
ean neither be imagined nor understood. 

“It is painful to the Dept. Commander to be compelled 
to believe that a court of eight officers in any ment 
of the United States Army could, in the face of the evi- 
dence adduced in this case, come to such a finding and 
render such a verdict. 

“The findings and acquittal are disapproved.

It is announced at the War Department that there will 
be no assignment to regiments of the officers promoted 
under the provisions of the Army Act, but that immedi- 
ately after nominations have been confirmed colonels and 
junior officers advanced under the act will be assigned to 
their regiments in order. Col. Philip H. Ellis, pro- 
moted to that grade by the retirement, with advanced 
rank, of Colonel Fremont, has been assigned to the 
24th Infantry; Lieut-Col. D. J. Craigie to the 8th Inf.; 
Major D. H. Brush to the 25th Infantry and Capt. 
Douglas Settle to the 17th Infantry. 

The list of nominations of new general officers sent to 
the Senate on Feb. 7, appeared in the Army and Navy 
Journal of Feb. 9, 1901, page 571. In addition to the 
information there given, the following facts may prove 
of interest. ‘The nominations to be Major-Generals, 
U. 8S. A., of Young, Chaffee and MacArthur were all to 
fill original vacancies. The nomination of Young dates 
from Feb. 2, that of Chaffee Feb. 4, and that of Mac- 
Arthur Feb. 5. The nominations to be Brigadier-Gen- 
erals, U. 8. A., of Wheaton, Davis, Schwan, Sumner, 
Wood, Hall, Hughes, Randall, Kobbe and Grant were 
all to fill original vacancies. ‘That of Bates was to fill 
the vacancy caused by the retirement of Freeman, and 
dates from Feb. 2, and that of Bell, was to fill the 
vacancy caused by the nomination of Young to be 
Major General, and dates from Feb. 7. ‘The nomina- 
tions of Wheaton, Davis and Schwan date from 
Feb. 2, that of Sumner and Wood, from Feb. 4, Hall 
and Hughes from Feb. 5, and Randall, Kobbe and 
Grant, from Feb. 6. General Young retires on Jan. 9, 
1904, instead of Jan. 9, 1901, as was stated through a 
typographical error in our last issue. 

All these nominations for general officers were con- 
firmed on Feb. 13, after some opposition by Mr. Petti- 
grew and others to the appointment of General Bates 
because of his action with reference to the Sulu Islands, 
and to Generals Davis, Wood and Bell, on the ground 
that their appointment was the result of favoritism. 
The nomination of General Grant caused little or no 
comment. The opposition was insignificant, and the 
nominations were confirmed by a viva voce vote. 

We are by no means. indifferent to the disappoint- 
ment of just expectations, which, as a result of these 
promotions, comes to so many officers whose services 
and ability have entitled them to promotion. But we 
have learned by long experience that the action of the 
President in the matter of selective appointments is 
final and that nothing is to be gained by questioning it. 
There is but one way of escaping the consequences of 
his liberty of choice and that is by making all promo- 
tions depend upon seniority; that we do not favor, nor 
does the Army. The wide range of selection the Pres- 
ident has followed in this case is very unusmal and the 
results are far reaching. There is hope for others in 
the fact that there will be three casualties in the list 
of general officers, resulting from age retirements alone, 
before the end of this year, three more in 1902 and three 
in 1908. So at least nine other officers may be invited 
to wear the stars within less than three years. Mean- 
while thirty-two field officers of the line will retire, as 
will be seen by the list of retirements appearing else- 
where in this number. From 1904 to 1909, inclusive, 
nine others at present on the list of general officers, will 
retire and 101 field officers of the line. When General 
Grant retires in 1916 all of the field officers of the 
artillery will have gone before him, and but a solitary 
one of the present field officers of cavalry will remain 
on the active list if he lives, Alexander Rodgers, and he 
will disappear from it three months later. Pettit, 


Greene and Dent of the infantry will alone remain on 
the active list when General Bell retires and the last of 
them will have disappeared three years before the re- 
tirement of General Wood in 1924. . 

Thus one cometh and another goeth, but the Army 
goes on forever. May those upon whose shoulders the 
burden of its responsibilities is to rest hereafter prove 


themselves in all respects worthy of its best traditions. 
The prospects of the military Service in this country are 
more encouraging than they have been at any time since 
the Civil War, and there should be greater stimulus here- 
after to excel in all military requirements. 


CHANGES IN PHILIPPINE COMMANDS. 


General MacArthur has still failed to designate to the 
War Department the order and the dates of the de- 
parture from Manila of the Volunteer regiments. It is 
stated at the Quartermaster’s Department there is no 
lack of vessels in readiness in Manila Harbor to bring 
the troops home, and there seems to be no doubt that 
the delay is occasioned by the dilatory methods of the 
Senate in considering the bill for the reorganization of 
the Army, which has made it impossible, as yet, to send 
any large number of Regulars to the Philippines to take 
the places of the Volunteers. Naturally, it is utterly 
impossible for General MacArthur to order all of these 
organizations home until their reliefs arrive. Word has 
however, been received at the War Department to the 
effect that the 30th Regiment of Infantry left Manila 
on the Kilpatrick on Feb. 15. The next regiment to 
leave should sail about the 20th, but what organization 
General MacArthur will select is not known in Wash- 
ington, 

Official orders will be promulgated in the near future 
directing the return of Major General Loung, and 
probably General Bates. General Young, who has been 
in the Philippines: for about two years, will take com- 
mand of the Department of California upon his arrival 
in this country, relieving General Shafter, who has been 
nominated a major general on the retired list of the 
Regular establishment, The permanent successor of 
General Lee as commanding officer of the Department 
of the Lakes, upon his retirement as brigadier general, 
has not been decided upon, but General Merriam will 
temporarily take command as soon as General Lee’s 
nomination is confirmed. 

Speculation is still rife as to when General MacArthur 
will return to this country. The services of this officer 
have proved eminently satisfactory to the Administra- 
tion, but it seems only right that he should be given a 
rest after his long and arduous services in the Philip- 
pine Islands. In all probability General MacArthur will 
return to San Francisco some time in the spring, and 
General Chaffee will be given the command of the troops 
in the Division of the Philippines. The administration 
has announced its intention of appointing Judge Taft 
as the civil Governor General of the archipelago.

HATCHETS IN KANSAS AND WASHINGTON. 


The fact that the abolition of liquor in the Army 
canteen coincides with the appearance upon the stage 
of action of Mrs. Nation and her little hatchet cannot 
be especially gratifying to the promoters of the agitation 
which has resulted in changing the entire character 
of the canteen. A movement which can inspire its par- 
tisans to go to such fanatical and extravagant lengths 
as those that mark the anti-saloon crusade of the Kan- 
sas woman and her followers is certainly poorly qualified 
to furnish a sane and intelligent sentiment upon which 
to base the future welfare of the enlisted man. What- 
ever may be the claims of the saloon in Kansas to legal 
protection and to whatever condition of outlawry it may 
be subject, they do not alter the fact that nothing more 
ludicrous has occurred in our national life for the last 
generation, if even before. 

When Monsieur Guerin, the rabid French Nationalist, 
in the midst of the Dreyfus excitement two years ago 
barricaded himself in the heart of Paris and defied the 
police for days, the Anglo-Saxon race with one accord 
arose and pointed the finger of derision at the French 
and strutted up and down the market-place like the 
Pharisee of old, singing the praises of their own re- 
strained nature and bewailing the mercurial Gallic tem- 
perament that could countenance such a ridiculous pro- 
ceeding. Yet here we are, almost before the hot water 








‘the Frenchman poured upon the besiegers has grown 


cold, giving the world an example of absurdity that out- 
Guerins Guerin and is the more reprehensible and pitiful 
since it is likely to place the women of this country in 
an entirely false light before the world. Were this 
Kansas moral Amazon a product of foreign conditions, 
probably most of our newspapers would be lamenting 
the decadence of the nation that produced her, and 
solemnly warning other peoples that they were threat- 
ened with the same fate unless they followed in the 
footsteps of the Anglo-Saxon. 

But Mrs. Nation in her wild defiance of the law is 
searcely less controlled by logic and reason than have 
been a large number of those who have made the halls 
of Congress echo with their denunciations of the canteen. 
Where she uses an insensate and irresponsible hatchet, 
they have employed a bitter and equally irresponsible 
tongue, whose sharpness has frightened our national 
legislators as much as the IXansas axe has terrified the 
saloon-keepers. It should be remarked, for the proper 
understanding of the influences brought to bear upon 
Congress, that the prohibitory sentiment is officially 
indorsed in only one or two communities, such as Maine 
and Kansas, and even there there is no pretense that the 
law is not violated openly, often with the collusion of 
the very voters who helped to put the law upon the 
statute books. In this country the prohibition senti- 
ment has not passed beyond the dignity of a fad with a 
certain class of women and a few thousand voters who 
cut only a ridiculous figure in any of our national elec- 
tions. In spite of this overwhelming belief that. pro- 
hibition is not the best means of promoting true tem- 
perance, a state of things has obtained at the national 


"capital which is thus referred to by the Brookly, 


“Times” and which is not strange to those who ar 
familiar with the processes of constraint applied to men. 
bers of Congress: 

“That a majority of the members of both branche, 
of Congress were coerced into voting against their ow, 
convictions on this subject through the dread that the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union would start a 
prayer chain or some equally potent weapon against then 
can scarcely be doubted. They remembered the deter. 
mined set that was made against the re-election of 
President McKinley for his acquiescence in the decision 
of Attorney-General Griggs, permitting the sale of bee 
and light wines in the Army post exchanges, and they 
hesitated to invoke against themselves the anger of the 
organization which had conducted that campaign.” 

There is perhaps as much common sense behind the 
crusade of the Kansas reformer as there has been back 
of the agitation against the canteen. When United 
States Senators will declare that they prefer to vote 
against the almost unanimous opinion of the Army and 
against their own convictions rather than antagonize 
a noisy but limited sentiment, it is not to be wondered 
at that among the narrow-horizoned communities of the 
West Mrs. Nation finds a considerable popular support. 
The spectacle of citizens taking the execution of the law 
into their own hands is not edifying in these days of 
expensive police systems, especially when these citizens 
are women, but it is likely to be less humiliating and 
dangerous than the sight of representatives of the people, 
sworn to do the best they can for the welfare of the 
commonwealth, allowing their sober judgment to be 


warped by hatchet wielders under the dome of the 


Capitol. 


MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


Two widely differing views of the cause of the troubles 
in China are found in the opinions of Bishop Potter ot 
the Episcopal Church of New York and in the appeal is. 
sued to the world by the representatives of the Great 
Japan Buddhists’ Union. In a recent sermon Bishop 
Potter took occasion to exonerate the missionaries from 
all connection with the present troubles in China and 
to place the blame upon travelers, tradesmen, promoters 
and bankers. “Instead of scoffing at their gods,” the 
reported account of the sermon quotes the Bishop as 
saying, “let us show them a better one in our own 
Christianity. Our tradesmen have gone there to get 
what they could, our missionaries to give what they can.” 

The Buddhistic appeal sets forth in a temperate and 
respectful way the conviction that the disturbances in 
China “had their origin in the workings of religion.” In 
one phase, this appeal is a reflex of the ideas set forth 
in an editorial in the Army and Navy Journal as far 
back as Aug. 18, 1900 (Page 1200). The Buddhists make 
two definite propositions in their appeal, the first of 
which is thus formulated: “That the ecclesiastical av- 
thorities in the world should exercise their influence in 
restraining the missionaries in China from proceedings 
which are likely to create suspicion on the part of the 
Chinese as to the existence of théir secret connection 
with the foreign policy of their own countries.” 

In the editorial to which we have referred we said: 
“Whatever condemnation has come to the missionary 
has been caused by his going outside of “:~ purely re 
ligious duties, and associating his office with secular and 
political agitations.” Going further, we pointed out 
that the conversion of a Chinaman to Christianity would 
naturally “widen the horizon of his political views, which 
receiving local currency through his zeal as a convert 
might be construed as dangerous to the existing political 
institutions and throw doubt upon the genuineness of the 
missionary movement itself.” 

Not content with going outside of their sacred duties, 
the missionaries often seek to segregate their converts 
in a little world of their own, having a sort of extra: 
territorial exemption from the operation of local laws 
and customs. They practically tell these converts that 
they will see that they are protected by the fleets and 
armies of the country from which the missionaries come. 
Nothing that Bishop Potter says is done by commercial 
classes can be so repugnant to the Chinese as this waiv- 
ing aside of local prejudice and habit, which is the more 
hateful to them since it comes as a sequence to the repu 
diation of the nation’s gods and the nation’s religion. 
The missionarieg inaugurate and encourage actions 
which are offensive to a spirit of obedience to local cus 
tom that has been cultivated by centuries of respectful 
observance. The attempt of the Mormons to set up 4 
terrritory outside of the nation’s laws has thrown this 
country into a series of moral paroxysms, displaying 
their force in crusades, assaults and legislative re 
pression; yet it is doubtful whether the acts of the 
Mormons were more distasteful to us than the acts in 
spired by the missionaries to the Chinese. 

We have called attention before to the unmolested 
character of the work of Mohammedan missionaries in 
China, and the absence of local objections to the priests 
of the Greek Church, which have been ascribed by more 
than one traveler to their respect for the habits and way! 
of living and modes of thought of the people among 
whom they labor. In this respect, it may be said that 
they more nearly follow the teachings of the founder of 
Christianity than many of the missionaries in whose de 
fense Bishop Potter now speaks. Going back to the 
commission under which the missionaries find a warrant 
for breaking in upon the calm and serenity of the Ori 
entals, we find this statement in the New Testament: 
‘‘And He called unto him the twelve and began to send 
them forth by two and two; and gave them power ove! 
unclean spirits; and commanded them that they shou 
take nothing for their journey, save a staff only; 1 
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scrip, no bread, no money in their purse; but be shod 
with sandals, and not put on two coats.” While making 
every allowance for the changes in dress and food from 
those apostolic days, one need not entirely justify the 
officious, if not often pompous, way in which some mis- 
sionaries seem to bear this simple commission or excuse 
their habits of living among a people whose simplicity of 
life more nearly approaches the routine of Biblical days 
than anything the missionaries have been accustomed to 
in their native country. 

The example of the Jesuit fathers, whose success 
among the Indians of America has been a continual 
monument to that order, and may safely be attributed 
to their plainness of life and singleness of purpose, 
ought long ago to have bred in ail our missionaries 
such a wide sympathy with the narrow aims of Oriental 
communities that they would have approached the task 
of reforming and widening them in a spirit that would 
have placed them forever beyond the detraction that has 
been poured upon them since the outbreak of the Chinese 
troubies. If the missionary movefient is to continue to 
the same extent as before, it might not be unwise to 
open schools in Christian countries for missionaries to 
fit them to do their work properly in heathen lands. We 
have extensive and costly seminaries where men are 
educated to teach religion to people of their own kind. 
May it not be that schools are equally needed to instruct 
expounders of the faith how to get near the conscience 
and confidence of a strange and distrustful race?

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MILITARY ESTABLISHMENTS IN PORTO RICO. 


The Secretary of War, in a letter to the Senate, dated 
Jan. 24, 1901, transmitting the report of the Board of 
Officers on public lands in Porto Rico to be used for 
military and naval establishments, said that the policy 
pursued by the Executive of the United States in 
Porto Rico has involved and now contemplates the main- 
tenance of a much smaller military force in Porto Rico 
than that maintained by Spain, and a considerable 
portion of the military reservations and buildings now 
in the possession of the Army should be turned over to 
the civil authorities and devoted to civil purposes. At 
the same time a judicious arrangement of the smaller 
military force which will be maintained in the island will 
require at a few points some small extensions of the 
present military reservations, embracing private lands. 
As a claim has been made that a title in equity vests in 
the insular government to buildings in Porto Rico, the 
property of the United States, on the ground that these 
buildings were constructed with insular funds, the Board 
desires to state that it is a well-known historical fact 
that during the eighteenth and early part of the nine- 
teenth centuries a very large part of the fortifications 
anu buildings in Porto Rico was constructed with funds 
drawn from Mexico and other Spanish colonies, and 
provided by Spain. 

The B. L. RK. guns and howitzers of 15, 21, and 24 
centimeter caliber, now mounted in the principal forts, 
are of foreign manufacture and of less bauisuc etliciency 
than guns of similar caliber manufactured in the United 
States. The Board is of the opinion that a considerable 
number of modern guns, high power as well as rapid 
fire. should be added to the armament, and has reserved 
lands for their emplacement when the enabling app: opri- 
ations become available for the construction of works. 

To man the guns estimated by the Board as necessary 
for the defense of San Juan, ivcluding those now in 
place, supplying one relief and making due allowance 
for the sick, absentees—cooks and others engaged in post 
administration—will require about GUO artillerists. ‘The 
San Juan Spanish naval station was located in a ward 
called the Marina, which embraces some 25 acres of 
public and private land. The Board recommends that 
all public lands within the Marina ward be transferred 
to the Navy Department for naval purposes. All the 
accessories of a naval station save a hospital can find 
ample space in the Marina for development. Reserving 
all the public lands on the channel and sea front of 
San Juan Island for military purposes, and reserving 
also a tract of ¥3 acres at the east end of the same 
island for a drill ground, light artillery and wagon park, 
and necessary camp ground for a garrison in case of 
war, some 50 acres of public land now adapted for build- 
ing sites and extensive areas of other lund that may 
be reclaimed will remain which are not now needed 
for military or naval purposes. 

Regarding the military situation generally, the Board 
remarks thut it seems to be certain that for some years 
a considerable force must be maintained in Porto Rico. 
The number of homicides has been much greater since 
the release of Spanish control than it was during the 
last year of arbitrary government by Spain. To now 
withdraw the troops would, it is feared, encourage the 
lawless and retard industrial and social development. 
The maintenance in Porto Rico of a United States force 
of, say, one regiment in addition to the artillery, the 
board believes, should be the minimum peace garrison of 
the island. he success that has attended the experi- 
ment of utilizing the netives for local military service 
justifies the board in suggesting that the Porto Rican 
regiment be filled to the complement of strength for a 
three-battalion organization, and these should be quar- 
tered at the three stations of Ponce, Mayaguez, and 
Henry Barracks. At Aguadilla and on the islands of 
Vieques and Punta Salinas are small fortifications, but 
at neither point does the Board believe any need exists 
for a garrison. During the eighteenth century Spain 
erected small masonry works at the ports of Ponce and 
Mayaguez, but they now have no military value and their 
abandonment is recommended.

In this connection it may be noted that the executive 
council of Porto Rico has sent a memorial to Congress 
asking for the establishment of a naval station in that 
island. The topographical and strategic situation of 
this island with reference to the pro Nicaragua 
Canal is pointed out, as well as the benefit it would 
eonfer on the island itself. The legislative assembly 
of the island also memorializes Congress in behalf of 
an appropriation for the improvement of San Juan 
harbor, which needs deepening, etc., to be made ade- 
quate to the needs of trade, which, as shown_by the 
value of imports into Porto Rico from May 1 to Dec. 31, 
1900, reached $6.338.355. of which $5,063,661 repre- 
sented imports from the United States.

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A correspondent asks what has become of 8. 5189, 
which is now in the hands of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs. This is Mr. Wepew’s bill to create 
the rank of warrant officer in the Army for post non- 
commissioned staff officers of twenty-five years service, 
with pay of $75 per month. Our correspondent, who 
has himself seen twenty-four years of service, says: 

“Knowing that you have always championed the 
cause of the enlisted men of the army, I would like to 
ask you to give this bill a little lift. You will receive 
the gratitude of the whole Post non-Commissioned Staff 
of the Army. this class of non-commissioned officers 
are the poorest paid class of soldiers in the Service, 
with a vast amount of arduous duty, long hours and 
great responsibility. They are the ones the officers 
look to for the proper running of the different de- 
partments. They handle the funds of the departments 
as well as all of the stores, and have the combination of 
the safes in each of their departments. They have the 
eare of, and have full charge of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of stores, as well as handling thousands of dollars 
of cash. This class of non-commissioned officer has to 
pass a rigid examination before he obtains his position, 
and has in manv cases had to wait years for it. Every 
other class of non-com. in the Army have had their pay 
increased of late years, except the Post non-Commis- 
sioned Staff officer, whose pay of $34 per month still 
stands at the old place where it did when the rank was 
first created in 1873. From then untill now nothing 
has ever been done for them. A colonel or a regiment 
can now take any private of his regiment, regardless 
of his service (ne may be a recruit), and without an 
examination of any kind, make him a Regimental N. C. 
S. O., and even give him the same pay and allowance 
as the Post N. C. 8S. VU. receives. Wo you think this 
just to the old Post N. C. S. O., who must have at least 
5 years’ service and about half of that time as a non- 
commissioned officer of the line, and then stand a severe 
examination in order to obtain a position m the P. N. 
Cc. 8.?” 
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The retirement from active service on his own appli- 
cation on Feb. 8, of Major Clarence E. Dutton, Ord- 
nance Department, is a sequel of the controversy a few 
months ago over the French field gun affair. It will be 
remembered that shortly after the return to Washing- 
ton of Capt. I. N. Lewis, recorder of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications, after his extended trip in 
Europe to inspect ordnance equipment, there appeared 
in the daily papers an official letter which he had written 
to the Secretary. of War relative to the French field 
gun and in which he stated his capability to make a 
gun similar, if not superior to the field piece of France. 
Although it was distinctly proven that Cat Lewis 
had not returned from France with the drawings of 
the gun and that his work while abroad had been con- 
ducted upon perfectly legitimate grounds, it was never 
anounced how this communication, of a distinctly official 
nature, had been given to the press.

It was at one time thought that the 
Philadelphia would extend her southern cr so as to 
include Talcuahuana, in Chili, and under certain circum- 
stances go as far south as Valdivia, but events farther 
north rendered her presence there more necessary, and 
as she is in need of a refit of some extent it has been 
decided to have the vessel in an American port by the 
latter part of March. 

The training monitor Amphitrite is at present at Porf 
Royal, 8. C., and will probably remain there until the 
weather moderates on the northern coast, when she 
will gradually navigate toward Boston and that portion 
of the coast in preparation for the summer business of 
recruiting landsmen for the Naval Service. Capt. E. 8. 
Houston, U. 8S. N., is in-command of this vessel, and 
will most likely retain that command during the coming 
summer, 

The survey work, under the immediate directions of

Che Manila “Times” of Jan. 9 said that the marriage 
of Miss Daisy Bennett to Lieut. George M. Grimes, 
2h Inf., was celebrated at the chapel of the Cuartel de 
E:pana on the evening of Jan. 5. The nuptial rites 
were performed by Chaplain Walkley, and Lieutenant 
Williams acted as master of ceremonies. The bride 
was given away by Dr. Cox. 

Che departure of the odorous ex-Captain Blunt (col- 
ored) from Manila on Jan. 10 on the transport Sheridan 
wis accompanied by threats on his part of “agitating 
his case” in the United States. The Manila “Times 
ot Jan. 11 said that “his superior officers and the ofticials 
at headquarters — him a consummate vulain 
and a raseal of the deepest dye. According to Cawenel 
Siurgis, Blunt never served in the Regular Army and 
when acting in Cuba as a lieutenant had held a com- 
mission only in a regiment of immunes.” ‘The “Times” 
declares that Blunt once served on the national board 
of administration of the Spanish-American veterans, and 
ai the inauguration in 1896 of President McKinley held 
the position of chief of staff of the =P League 
Ciubs. As the court-martial records already published 
in the Army and Navy Journal show, Blunt’s career 
was one long disgrace, but it is not generally known that 
at one time he came perilously near being tried on the 
charge of communicating with the enemy aad attempted 
desertion. 

The farewell dinner of the 37th Vol. Inf. at Manila 
oun Jan. 8 before sailing for home was given in the 
private chub room of the English Hotel. The table was 
beautifully decorated, the figures 37 being artistically 
executed in floral design in the center and at both ends. 
Lieutenant Pilcher was toastmaster. On behalf of the 
oflicers Capt. KM. D. Scott presented Col. B. Frank 
Cheatham with a costly gold watch, chain and charm, 
and as the colonel was too much moved to respond the 
whole assemblage arose and drank a bumper to the 
©. O. to hide his emotion. A new grade of enlisted 
man was announced that threatens to run a healthy 
competition to the “high private.” This was done b 
Lieutenant Pilcher who proposed a toast to the “hig 
buck privates” who were not present, but who were 
“the bravest lot of fighters that ever pumped the Krag.” 

A distressing accident occurred in Laguna de Bay 
near Manila on Dec. 15. That day Sergeant Fitzgerald 
and Privates Garron, Nealos, North and Kenworth, al! 
of Co. I, 15th Inf., left Paquil in a banca with the inten- 
tion of visiting friends in Co. K, stationed at Mavitac, 
which lies about five miles diagonally across the lake 
from that station. Half way across the Lanca was 
capsized by a fierce gale, the men, all swimmers, cling- 
ing to the overturned boat. Garron grew weak and 
slid off. Fitzgerald brought him to surface and 
back to the boat Again he went down and when the 
exhausted sergeant risked his life again for him had 
not the others gone after him he, too, would have 
drowned. Garron finally went down for the last time. 
The men fired their pistols to attract attention, but 
passing fishermen only laughed at the Americans’ plight 
and rowed jeeringly away. When noon of the next day 
came and no help had arrived, North started to swim 
ashore, but was not heard of again. Finaily more than 
twenty-four hours after capsizing, and though always 
in sight of land, the three induced a passing fisherman, 
‘y promising a reward of $10, to take them into his 
hoat and land them at Paete, where the Hospital eee 
had to be called in, as the rescued men were in a poe e 
ondition of exhaustion. Major Cornish, the C. O., had 
the shores scoured, but no trace of the bodies of the 
other two men could be found. 

The Manila “Times” of Dec. 28 said: “Thomas Bren- 
ian, a lately arrived recruit, who was assigned to Co. 
!, 4th Inf., stationed at Bacoor, shot and killed Corporal 
Stevenson of the same company Sunday night. Brennan 
iad been sulky ever since his arrival and had words 
vith Stevenson in particular. Brennan was cleaning 
his rifle Sunday night, and slipped a cartridge into the 
hamber and fired at Stevenson, killing him instantly. 
Brennan claimed his rifle was accidentally discharged, 
but the officers thought otherwise and he is now confined 
a Bilidid awaiting trial.” The “American” says Ste- 
venson was killed while inspecting posts, the private 
eing on outpost duty. 

Manila papers give long accounts of a fracas on board 
the steamer Legaspi in Manila Bay. One afternoon 
70 odd recruits were transferred from the transport 
(rant to the Legaspi to be taken to Salamogue. Major 
‘reorge Arthur, paymaster, U. 8. V., was on d 
vith $15,000 in his strong box to pay the soldiers at 
Salamogue. Some barrels of liquor were s hold of by 
he “rookies,” who proceeded to fill up. hortly after- 
ward they became troublesome, but their guns and am- 
munition were in boxes in the ship’s hold, else the vessel 
might have gone on an extempore pleasure cruise to 
Singapore. In quelling the disturbance Major Arthur 
was more or less bruised, according to one account. 
rhe captain of the Legaspi was so badly handled he had 
o go ashore for medical treatment. 

A detachment of the 19th Inf. that arrived at Lloilo, 
Panay, on Nov. 16 from the west coast brought the first 
reliable news of the fight that occurred in Bugason on 
Oct. 30, in which Lieut. H. M. Koontz, 44th Vol. Inf., 
was killed. The garrison at Bugason had been warned 
that an attack was to be made on the town and the 
troops were prepared to meet any ordinary emergency.

When the firing was lea 
Lieutenant Koontz, Sergeant K'‘tchen and two men 
started down to relieve the outpost. While on the way, 
the lieutenant, he being in the lead, was attacked from 
the side of the road and eecced with a s . The 
sergeant was also hit and both men died. ord was 
sent back to the quarters. A strong force started down 
to relieve the cutee but before they had started word 
was received of the force hiding in the shack. A lieu- 
tenant, a sergeant and a corporal killed gave a particu- 
lar unerringness to the Americans’ aim, and when they 
got through with the shack 49 rebels were dead. ‘he 
fight continued with other bands but none. of them 
would make much of a stand and finally they, all.drew 
off into the hills. Prisoners said the rebels had come 
up with women in advance so as to ward. off suspicion. 
Behind the women were about bolo men and behind 
them were the rifle men about 50 strong. Every man 
had an empty sack in which to put such loot as he should 
be able to get. In the entire fight 108 insurgents bit the 
dust, 21 were wounded and 21 were made prisoners. 


General Wheaton transmitted the following sveost to 
Division Headquarters at Manila under date of Jan. 4: 
“Following from General Young, dated Owing to 
bad working of wire despatch concerning attack at 
Batac, report somewhat mixed. ‘The facts are these: 
Lieutenant Lansing hearing of insurgents in the moun- 
tains started after them. e was accompanied by Pri- 
vate George H. Ray, Co. A, Bat. of Engrs., and his 
assistant, Private Lyons, Co. K, 5th Inf. On Dec. 30, 
on the return home, Ray, who was footsore, was left 
behind with Lyons, five scouts and two police ef Batac, 
and six prisoners. It was expected at the time that a 
detachment of twenty men, who were scouting in the 
vicinity, would return through Quoim where Ray was 
left. Lansing continued south, and Ray, who was in 
charge, became impatient, and against the advice of the 
scouts, decided to return to Batac, which is six miles 
from Quoim. After proceeding about a mile, he came 
on a large force of insurgents. One policeman escaped, 
the remainder of the party were captured. A column 
went out from Batac to the place where the fight took 
place, but all the insurgents were gone. The signs in the 
vicinity indicated a warm engagement, considering the 
number. The scouting party was told by a native that 
he-had seen 100 insurgents pass with seven American 
prisoners, who were probably Lyons, the five scouts 
and one policeman.” , 

The Dagupan (P. I.) correspondent of the Manila 
“Times” 2 er date of Jan. 8 announced that William 
Weaver and William Malally, both of Q Co., 17th Inf, 
had been broug5t to Degagen to await trial, the latter 
being charged with cowardice at the Agno Ford mas- 
sacre, which took place about two months ago. Malally 
is charged with refusing to help his comrades when they 
were fighting desperately for their lives. He lay in a 
shuck which stood near by and watched the progress of 
the fight. At the Agno Ford massacre, two members 
of L Co. were killed and three wounded.

Corrall 
Power, 33d Vol. Inf., captures of rebels, near Candon, 
Nov. 12; Capt. Earle W. Tanner, 35th Vol, Inf., scout- 
ing in Lululu mountains, middle of November; Lieut. 
D. P. Wheeler, 22d Inf., scouting in May > 4 of Tambo 
River, Nov. 16; Capt. H. A. Hegeman, 36th Vol. Inf., 
rebel captures and killings, northeast of Lapas, Abra 
Province; Lieut.

Later accounts of the brush between insurgents and 
the detachment commanded by Capt. John . Gulick, 
47th Vol. Inf., which left Gubat, Sorsogon, Nov. 10, on 
a scout toward Barcelona show that there was some 
lively Bening oy Captain Gulick, after lgaxing mest 
of his men at Bulusan, proceeded with Lieut. H. F. 
Egle and 15 men southward of that place. They 
encountered a hostile force, including about thirty armed 
with Mausers that occupied a block house with auxiliary 
trench. The position was flanked on one side by a river 
and on both sides by hills. Leaving Lieutenant Egle 
and four men to hold the enemy’s attention, Captain 
Gulick took nine men, and falling back made a detour, 
swam the river, clambered up the hills, and flanked the 
enemy out of their trenches. Several well directed vol- 
leys .completely routed the enemy, a number of them 
being kined. Captain Gulick lost two men wounded, 
one mortally. 

General Wheaton, in a despatch to Division Head- 

uarters, Manila, reported the capture by Ijeut. An- 
oon C. Wright, 12th Inf., with a detachment of 4th 
Cav. and 12th Inf., on Dec. 31 of Col. Alipio Tecson, 
insurgent governor of Tarlac province. 

Sergeant Philbon, with a detachment of nine men of 
L Co., 15th Inf., was surrounded at San Juan aear 
Lumbang in the Manila district by a force of 250 rebel 
riflemen on the night of Dec. 31. The gallant band 
fought and stood off this large force until reinforce- 


" ments arrived, although the sergeant was wounded four 


times and their ammunition was almost expended. 
Private Kearney was wounded and Private Brannon 
was missing. he enemy lost heavily. Sergeant Phil- 
bon with his detachment started from Lumbang, where 
L Co. is stationed, early on the morning of the 3ist. 
Midway, between the two pueblos the sergeant saw 

hombre cross the road directly in front of them and 
throw some object in the bushes. He managed to get 
away, but a message signed by the rebel general in 
command in that district was found that contained 
directions to the rebels in the vicinity of Lumbang to 
attack that place at 3 a. m. on the following morning. 
The party proceeded to Paete and reported the matter 
to the commanding officer, and after securing the pro- 
visions started back after dark to Lumbang. The band 
passed through the barrio of San Juan when a heavy fire 
opened from all sides. The sergeant, although wounded 
four times and weak from loss of blood, heroically con- 
tinued fighting. This was kept up for half an hour, the 
rebels slowly closing in. The Paete outposts heard the

DINNER SPEECH BY GENERAL OTIS. 


The dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, on 
Feb. 7, at which Major Gen. EB. 8. Otis was the guest 
of honor, was the annual feast of the Society of the 
Genesee. The event of the evening was the refusal of 
the Chinese minister, Wu Ting-Fang, to be the General’s 
fellow guest for reasons given in this letter of regret: 

“I admit that I feel great admiration for General 
Otis as a military commander, and respect him highly * 
as a gentleman, but I think he, while Military Governor, 


committed an egregious error and did at injustice 
to the Otlnene, br introducing the Chinese be 
act into the Philippines, which has stirred up race 
ee: udice and done harm to those islands. While I 

lieve General Otis acted upon the ill advice of some 
one, still if I were to attend the dinner given in his 
honor I could not decline the invitution to say some- 
thing concerning the General, and what I have to say 
might not be pleasant to the General or his fellow- 
banqueters to hear, though, as I said above, I hold him 
personally in very high esteem.” 

This was only a temporary rift in the lute, for before 
the evening was over General Otis had been toasted and 
cheered with enthusiasm by the diners. Secie Root 
had written happily of him and two poetical addresses 
had made him their hero. Mr. Root in his letter of 
regret expressed the belief that the Genesee Valley had 
never produced any man of which it could be prouder 
than of “the sturdy, independent and courageous veteran 
who fought, governed and held his peace in Manila dur- 
ing the closing years of the nineteenth century.”

General 
Otis, whose speech was often applauded, said in part: 

The old Army officers, of whom I am one, are adyo- 
cates of peace and very conservative in mind, for the 
reason, I suppose, that they have had personal exper- 
ience of the horror of war and that conservatism attends 
age. I ht also confess that I was one of the class 
aes ph lanthropy, and did not consider a contest 
with _— either likely or essential until it was upon 
us. Although conservative, and moved by peace senti- 
ments, but studying ye: Philippine matters and peo- 
ple, I have never been able to discover how our 
and present Phili pine difficulties could have been avert- 
ed by any possible Government proceedings, unless the 
islands had been returned to Spain or we abandoned 
them, either of which alternatives all of our humani- 
tarians, and all others having a fair appreciation of 
ah ges conditions, would have condemned. 

“The population of the Philippine Islands is made up 
of heterogeneous and discordant elements, and race 
enmity, which often manifests itself in active hostility, 
exists. They are incompetent to erect or maintain a 
stable government of any kind. Some of their best offi- 
cers have surrendered their commands of their own 
volition, for the reason, as they stated, that Aguinaldo 
and his associates were powerless fo establish a satis- 
factory adjustment of affairs, and the omy hope for the 
people, for a time, at least, and until by education they 
might be able to comprehend the nature and theory of 
representative government, was in American supremacy. 

“The superstition and ignorance of the great mass 
of the Filipinos are not due to lack of capacity. Under 
improved conditions they will show themselves suscept- 
ible of improvement. any are eager to learn, and have 
displayed decided genius for art, literature and the 
sciences. These men are not and never have been 
hostile to the United States Government, but have 
recognized from the first that its protection and su 
vision are necessary for the advancement and wel 
of their people. rom them the United States must 
seek information regarding existing conditions, and as- 
one the nature of the remedies which should be 
applied. 

“It is probable that a few insurgent leaders will 
continue efforts for resistance as long as their imagina- 
tive minds can discern a possible chance for ultimate 
success, and will encourage revolt by infamous s,ate- 
ments concerning the intentions of the United States at 
the same time that they appeal to our philanthropic © 
people, proclaiming humane intentions and patriotic as- 
pirations. 

“The request of the insurgents for national in = 
ence is meaningless. He does not want it. It is United 
States protection to enable him to control the in 1 
affairs of the islands that he desires. The United tes 
must continue its efforts, which promise more grati 
results than the majority of our people know. Human- 
ity dictates it. The ultimate welfare of the Filipinos 
and our obligations demand it.” 

Major Gen. John R. Brooke, in an address that fol- 
lowed, said that in the 126 years of its life the Regular 
Army of this country had spent 101 years in warfare, 
and closed with these words: “There are some who 
say our standing Army is a menace to our liberty and 
our institutions. I deny that. It is a credit wherever 
it goes. And wherever it our institutions iw.

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THE INAUGURAL PARADE. 


Washington is already assuming a gala aspect in anti- 
cipation of the inaugural parade of the 4th of March. 
Stretching from the magnificent buildings ot the State, 
War and Navy Departments, down Pennsylvania avenue 
to the Capitol, huge stands are being erected; and 
especially along that section of the avenue from the 
Executive Mansion to the Treasury Department, which 
will constitute what will be known as the “Court of 
Honor,” does the change seem more striking. 

For the first time in many years the cadets from the 


Military Academy and Annapolis will participate in the 
quadrennial parade, The Inaugural Committee has been 
informed that upon the earnest solicitation of Gen. F. V. 
Greene the cadets of Annapolis, in full strength, have 
been ordered to appear in Washington on March 4, and 
it has also been definitely assured that the cadets from 
West Point will be in the line of march. Both of the 
Academies will be further represented by the bands of 
the institutions. 

Great interest has been aroused by the promise that 
the cadets of the two branches of the miiitary service 
will participate. The display which will be made by the 
West Pointers, in their military uniforms of gray, will 
greatly add to: the occasion, and the naval cadets, in 
their somewhat sombre blue uniforms, will certainly 
receive their merited share of the applause. Manoeuv- 
ring is right in the line of the cadets of both the in- 
stitutions, and the people will be abie to get some idea 
of the excellent training which is given to a cadet 
at each of the Government military schools. At no 
other time, it is’ believed, could the cadets appear before 
a throng more thoroughly representative of the nation. 

We are pleased to learn that the suggestion made 
in our issue of Feb. 9, that the Porto Rico Regiment 
should be represented in the inaugural parade, has 
borne fruit. We are now informed that in addition to 
the troops in the United States to attend the inaugural 
parade a battalion of four companies of the Porto Rico 
Regiment will come up from San Juan to take part in 
the parade. Their presence will lend an interesting 
feature thereto. 

From the present indications the pageant of the 4th 
of March bids fair to be the most splendid which has 
ever taken place on a like occasion. rue, it is regretted 
that it will be impossible to have as large a representa- 
tion of the Regular Army present as is the custom, but 
the troops have a sterner duty to perform now than they 
had four years ago, and the approximate 1,000 Regulars 
who will march will serve, in their place of honor as 
guard to the President, to call attention to the noble 
work being done by our troops in the Philippines, China, 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The orders calling for the as- 
sembling in Washington in time to — in the 
parade of the United States troops have been issued 
from the Headquarters of the Department of the East, 
and embrace these troops: The headquarters band and 
four troops of the Sih Cavalry from Fort Myer, Va.;

Davao, P. I., Nov. 20, 1900.

The officers did not vote, but the bal- 
lots cast by the enlisted men and civil employees showed 
a result of 100 for McKinley to 78 for Bryan.

brass band, transparencies and all, and the natives were 
greatly mystified until the purport was explained to 
them. The better class of natives in this province are 
all for McKinley and annexation, as they realize that 
Bryan's success would mean anarchy nd _ resultant 
death to most of them. 

We all applaud your vigorous defense of the can- 
teen system and heartily wish we could have one here, 
as the only store-keepers are Spaniards, whose “‘Dutch- 
man’s two per cent.’ profit makes extreme luxuries of 
many former necessities. 

Lieut. C. O. Thomas, Jr., Adjutant 3d Battalion, with 
a detachment of twenty-eight men, is on a road-building 
trip, and has pushed to the southwest some fifty miles 
from here. He will return in time for Christmas dinner. 
Last year it consisted of beans and bacon. 

Hospital Steward Max Arendt leaves scon for Zam- 
boanga, where he will be examined for transfer as- 
hospital steward in the Regulars. Sergt. M. J. Bahin 
is now “top” of Co. K, and former Ist Sergeant Ken- 
nedy is walking a post. 

The first secret society to be formed among the en- 
listed men of the Army, and also the first American 
secret society in the Philippine Islands, was organized 
here on Aug. 1 last. It is called the “Sons of Mars,” 
and its objects are fraternity, amusement and mutual 
benefit. eetings are held on Saturday nights, and at 
other times the lodge rooms are open to members for 
use as a club. The rooms are prettily decorated and 
comfortable, nfaking them quite an oasis in tne barren 
desert of garrison grind. Battalion Sergeant Major 
Lewis is the presiding officer—M. E. H. C. K. 

Everlasting obligations are due the Manila Aid Society 
of Detroit for the good work it has done in supplying 
the hospitals and garrisons in these islands with good 
reading matter and many unbuyable articles, such as 
pajamas, towels, sheets, “housewives,” ete., etc. 

A big minstrel show, to be given on Christmas, is now 
being organized, as there is much talent among the men. 
A similar show on July 4 was a most unusual success 
for an amateur performance. 








HOLLAND SUBMARINE BUAT. 


In his testimony before the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs April 25, 1900, Admiral Dewey said, re- 
ferring to a trial he had witnessed of the Holland tor- 
pedo boat: 

“The boat diu everything that the owners proposed to 
do. And I said then, and I have said. it since, that if 
— had had two of those things in Manila I never 
could have held it with the squadron I had. The moral 
effect—to my mind it is infinitely superior to mines or 
torpedoes or anything of the kind. With those craft 
moving under water it would wear people out. With 
two of those in Galveston all the navies of the world 
could not blockade that place. I agree with the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Cummings. I think it would be money well 
spent. I think it would tend to keep peace. That i> 
what we want a navy for. We want peace.” 

In reply to questions from the Committee the Admiral 
spoke of the trial as wonderfully successful, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that such boats, skuuullv handled, 
would be “most valuable” as harbor and coast protectors 
and would ~ractically free our battleships and cruisers 
from the role of harbor defense for offensive work at 
sea and hostile shores. The moral eftect of such boats 
ready for instant service in our principal seaports would 
greatly conduce to the security of those ports and be a po- 
tent deterrent to an enemy’s fleet. It would, in the 
judgment of Admiral Dewey, be wise to have a number 
of these boats as now constructed in use in time of 
peace for the training of tne officers who would have to 
command and operate them in time of war. 

We should have at least twenty of these boats to start 
with, and all of our great ports should be equipped 
with them, including New Orleans, Galveston, San io: 
ciseo, Sound. Wilmington, Savannah. Key West. 


They could be 
moved, if necessary, from point to point by our inland 
: ty of them could be purchased for the 
‘price of one battleship, and could be constructed in one- 
fourth of the time. could be nothing better -for 
the protection of the entrances of our contemplated in- 
teroceanic canal than the improved Holland submarine 
boats. The Admiral, speaking as the result of his ex- 
periences in Manila Bay, said: 

“From what i saw my own belief is that I could not, 
with my squadron, fifteen ships—if the enemy had had 
two of those boats with determined Americans on 
board—have neld that bay. We would have had to be 
under -way and never know when the blow was going 
to strike. It would have worn us out. The hun.wa 
frame would not have stood it. I think so now, as 
I said before. Of course, submarine means with tor- 
pedoes. ‘Torpedo boats, surface boats—I don’t giv: 
much for those. I hadn’t a vessel that could have got 
into Pasig River, and they would have come out dark 
nights, and we could not have seen them until they 
were close to us, and my experience is that you fire 
very badly in those conditions—I mean aim badly. And 
the chances are not very She only came to the 
surface for ten seconds. Yon could not train your guns 
on them. I think, in the interests of peace—and that 
is what we all want—it would be money well spent.” 

In reply to a letter from Senator Stewart dated Jan. 
28, 1901, Admiral Dewey has reaffirmed this opimon ay 
to the great value of this type of boat for harbor and 
coast defense, though, in view of the declaration of 
policy on the part of the Secretary of the Navy, he 
thinks it unbecoming in him to express a different opin- 
ion as to the eapolivacy of constructing additional sub- 
marine boats at this time. Congress is under no such 
restriction, and should not delay in acting upon the 
adviee Admiral Dewey has put on record.

NAVAL MATTERS BEFORE THE SENATE. 

Mr. Hale has presented to the Senate a statement of 
the present need of the Navy for additional line officers 
below the grade of lieutenant-commander, compiled from 
letters to Congress from the Secretary of the Navy, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and other sources.

and says: “In this connection, though it has no bearing 
upon the actual number of officers available for duty, 
it is again urged that as a matter of right, justice, and 
efficiency cadets completing the four-year cotrse be im- 
mediately commissioned as ensigns. Such a measure 
would in no way remove any difficulty connected with the 
shortage of officers, for the increased number of com- 
missioned officers would be gained at the expense of so 
many cadets at sea.” ’

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GENERAL MERRITT ON WEST POINT HAZING. 


Major General Wesley Merritt, writing in “Leslie's 
Weekly” on Feb. 2 on hazing at West Point during his 
own years as a cadet from 1855 to 1860, and at present, 
says: 

“Fighting, in the sense of to-day, had not been in- 
stituted then. There was no ‘scrapping committee,’ and 
combats between representatives of classes were unheard 
of. During my whole time at West Point I had but one 
fight, and that was with a fellow-classman over a per- 
sonal matter. The new kind of fighting is to be un- 
sparingly condemned, as the man who has been at West 
Point a year, and has been training all that time, is sure 
to be better qualified for a personal encounter than a 
man of the same height and weight who is fresh from 
home. For this reason a fight between a plebe and sec- 
ond pars man amounts to a piece of brutality. 

“There are a great many Army officers—though there 
were more formerly than at present—who heartily favor 
hazing, on the principle that it is in the interest of 
cipline and teaches the future officer to obey without 
hesitation. One of the chief difficulties that I encoun- 
tered when superintendent of the Academy, from 
to 1887, was that quite a number of the younger officers 
were diametrically opposed to my views of hazing—so 
much so, in fact, that I could not obtain their cheerful 
acquiescence in what I was trying to do to stop the 
practice. 

“IT found, to put the matter plainly, that I had to deal 
with old ‘cranks’ and with young ‘cranks.’ The older 
ones were some of the members of the academic board, 
and the younger ones were cadets who thought Law 4 
‘knew it all.’ For the first three years 1 was very muc 
interested in my work. During the last two years there 
was so little co-operation with me in my efforts to abolish 
hazing that I became very tired of the post, and was 
glad when my appointment as a general officer relieved 
me of the superintendency. 

“Will hazing ever be stopped at West Point? Not 
unless drastic measures are employed. The superin- 
tendent must be a man who is bitterly opposed to haz- 
ing, and I believe Colonel Mills thoroughly meets that 
requirement. When he makes a recommendation to the 
War Department to dismiss a cadet from the Service, 
that recommendation should be premeey and favurably 
acted upon. It is hard indeed to get absolute evidence 
against any cadet, but sometimes the superintendent 
knows a cadet’s guilt as conclusively as he could upon 
the most positive testimony. 

“When | was in command at West Point President 
Cleveland and Secretary of War Endicott supported me 
most loyally at all times. I dismissed one man who was 
implicated in a most flagrant case of hazing. He was 
one of several whom I couldn’t reach with proof, but 
there was no moral! doubt in his case, and home he went. 

“When General Schofield was in command at the 
Academy he instituted a regulation requiring cadets to 
answer all questions propounded to them by the — 
intendent or the commandant of cadets. I did all I 
could to enforce that regulation, but found that the 
cadets simply would not answer questions about hazing 
or fighting. If I had held to that rule it would have 
been necessary to dismiss at least one entire class, and 
for that reason I abandoned the attempt. 

“It is a very curious thing that young men coming 
from some of the best families of our country are often 
the ones who are most given to the practice of hazing. 
It is little less curious that plebes who are hazed re- 
fuse to divulge the names of their tormentors. There 
are some cadets who never do any hazing at all, though 
of course they must submit to the infliction during the 
first year. Yet, as these are the quiet, modest young 
men, they are much less annoyed thah the others. 

“When a young man goes to West Point and develops 
what is termed ‘freshness’ he is certain to be hazed. 
Distinctions in social standing are never made on ac- 
count of family, position or wealth. I remember that 
the most popular man in my class of forty-five years ago 
Was one who, upon his arrival at West Point, reported 
his family as being in indigent circumstances. He was 
very kindly treated by all. George Vanderbilt, son of 
Commodore Vanderbilt, was put through the paces with 
great rigor.” 

General Merritt makes a statement of his personal 
experiences as a plebe, which corresponds with that of 
a correspondent of the “Argonaut,” “J. 8.,” who is 
described as a‘ retired officer of the Army, probably 
Lieut. Col. Joseph Stewart, who entered the Academy 
in 1838 and was graduated in 1842. The writer says: 

“My memory does not reach back to the birth of the 
Academy, in 1802, but it goes as far back as 1838, and 
at that time hazing was not known, even by name. 
It was a common thing for the old cadets to ‘bedevil 
the plebes.’ These pranks were sometimes funny and 
sometimes silly, but never brutal. If a youngster was 
‘stuck up’ he was very apt to be taken down a peg or 
two. There were occasional fights between cadets of 
different classes, or of the same class, for cause, as 
might occur in any school. No plebe, however, was ever 
made to fight, as you would lift up a bull-pup by the 
slack of his neck to try his pluck. In the mess hall the 
plebes were never interfered with. It seems from the 
investigation now being held that plebes are sometimes 
required to clean up the tents, arms, ete., of the old 
cadets. Sixty years ago nothing of the sort was ever 
dreamed of—nor do I think it could have been enforced. 
If a cadet was found unworthy of his position he was 
treated with cruelty by being cut—ostracized. The son 
of a prominent officer of the Army was so treated—he 
had been found pilfering, and being found absent from 
his room several nights it was discovered that he was 
sleeping in an outbuilding in which the fire-engine was 
kept.”

CABLE CODE.—For convenience of officers of the Army 
who desire to utilize the cable codes of the War Depart- 
ment for economical communication with their ‘amiltes, 
the following instructions are issued: The War Depart- 
ment Telegraphic Code contains a code word for each offi- 
cer in the regular establishment, for instance: Nadelbaum 
(Gen.. John R. Brooke), and for officers of rank in the vol- 
unteer establishment, Navigasse (Gen. James H. Wilson), 
This code and the Western Union Telegraphic Code used 
as a supplement thereto contain many code phrases that 
would very largely reduce the cost of cable messages, in 
which messages, it should be wnderstood, each word, 
including the address and signature, is counted. An 
officer in the Philippines desiring to cable his wife as 
follows: Mrs Richard Doe, Newark, N. J., have suffered 
no injury; health is improving. (Signed) Richard, would 
have to pay for 13 words. By registering the name of 
his wife, using therefor his own code name, with the 
Chief Signal Officer in Washington, and using the War 
Department Telegraphic Code, the message could be 
sent in 6 words, viz.: ‘(Code word for officers wife), 
Washington. Episcenos embryotege. (Signed) Richard.” 
Similarly the wife can communicate with the husband 
in the Philippines by using for the address two words 
(code registered word for name of officer), Mani and 
similarly messages can thus be sent to officers in rto 
Rico, where the address is Sanjuandeportorico. The 
Signal Officer, Division _of the Philippines, the Signal 

cer, tment of Porto Rico, and an officer to be 
designated by the Chief Signal Officer at Washington are 
charged with the carrying out of this work and will see 
that all messages received in Manila, San Juan or in 
Washington are transmitted and promptly forwaraed to 
the rty concerned. No message, however, can be sent 
to Washington by any officer until he has designated the 
name of the party whom he desires to receive a cable- 
gram, if registered in Washington under his own code 
name. The Chief Signal Officer will register on uest. 

Any officer or enlisted man in the Army or avy 
may leave the address of his family or friends at the 
Army and Navy Journal office, 93-101 Nassau street, New 
York, and use their cable address, “Armynavy, New 
York” (two words only) in connection with this code. 

For example: Sailor John Paul Jenkins, wishing to send 
the following cablegram to his wife, Mrs. J Jenkins, 

South Park Road, Topeka, Kas.: “Can do nothing 
till further advice from you. Jenkins,”’ uses twenty 
words. Instead he need cable only four, as follows: 
“Armynavy, New York, Imagine, Jenkins,” first having 
registered Mrs. J. P. Jenkins’ address at Army and Navy 
Journal office, and also registering word “Jenkins” (his 
cable signature). Cablegrams addressed to “Armynavy, 
New York,” and signed “Jenkins” will be telegraphed 
from New York to Mrs. Jenkins by the Army and Navy 


Journal. 

If “Jenkins” wishes to send the same cablegram to a 
number of rsons, he need only to furnish their ad- 
dresses to the Army and Navy Journal, and a copy of 
the cablegram will be forwarded to each person upon its 
receipt at the office of this publication. 

If “Jenkins’’ wishes to send separate cablegrams to dif- 
ferent persons, he should register the signature word for 
each rson and each person's address. For example:

NAVY.—The Navy has precedence in England us the 
elder Service, but not so in this country. The War De- 
partment, established in 1779, is one of the oldest uf the 
executive departments, preceding even the Treasury De- 
partment. t originally included under its control the 
naval as well as the land forces and ships, besides Indian 
affairs. The Navy Department was not created until 
1798, and the Navy was founded under the administration 
of the first three Secretaries of War Knox, Pickering and 
McHenry. In his excellent history of the U. 8. Naval 
Academy Park Benjamin tells us that ‘“‘the circumstances 
of life in the British Navy of a hundred years ago were 
literally appalling. Upon the villainy and brutality of 
those in command there was no substantial check, and 
even the most enlightened of the captains had little 
scruple in the arbitrary use of power. In this school 
many of our early sailors impressed into the British 
Service learned their profession and many of our young 
officers. The conditions in our own Navy were little 
better, for Midshipman David Porter is described as 
going tremblingly to Captain Truxton of the Constella- 
tion to tell him that he could not stand the hard treat- 
ment any longer and was about to resign. From the 
manuscript log book of Paul Jones Mr. Benjamin quotes 
these typical entries: “Saturday, April 2—The captain 
kicked Mr. Fanning, midshipman, and ordered him below. 
Monday, Sept. 6.—Mr. Potter, midshipman, ordered in 
irons by the captain.

BRITISH CAVALRY. 


The London “Navy and Army Illustrated” says: “For 
reasons which are worth considering, our cavalry has 
never been thought as good as our infantry. The Duke 
of Wellington, with his usual candor, declared that he 
would expect to be beaten if he fought a considerable 
body of French horse with a considerable body of his 
own. During the retreat from Burgos he had seen the 
French gendarmerie called the Legion of Burgos cut 
our men up terribly, and yet charging from position was 
supposed to be the one thing they were proud of being 
able to do. At all other parts of a cavalry soldier's 
work, even down to the care of their horses, they were 
notoriously inferior to the Germans in our service, and 
to the French. Of course that is no reason for saying 
that the cavalry ought not to be Relatively, 
it is the least important part of any Army, and the 
times of its pre-eminence have always been periods of 
military decadence and barbarity. Yet it is useful, and 
ought to be competent. If ours is not, why is it not? 
The author of ‘The Absent-Minded War’ says that the 
reason lies in this, and we must have moneyed men for 
our cavalry regiments, and that if they choose to be 
‘stupid,’ we dare not correct them, because nobody 
could be got to replace them. But in all Armies, and 
at al! times, the cavalry is the arm of the moneyed man. 
It is so in France and Germany to-day, yet it is not

NORWICH UNIVERSITY.

It is essentially a scientific and military uni- 
versity, although courses in art and literature are not 
neglected. ‘The records show that over six hundred of 
its cadets have served in the Army and Navy at various 
periods, there being now seventeen representatives in 
active service. Norwich University was founded in 
1819 by_ Capt. Allen Partridge, the “father of the 
United States Military Academy.” Its discipline is 
modeled on that of West Point. 

Gen. W. T. Sherman said of this university: “This 
military school at one time almost rivaied the National 
Academy at West Point, and there many a man, who 
afterward became famous in the Mexican and Civil 
Wars, first drank in the inspirations of patriotism and 
learned the lessons of the art of war.” 

For the year ending June, 1900, the number of stu- 
dents enrolled at Norwich was 79. Among its lecturers 
are Major Gen. O. O. Howard, U. 8S. A., retired, on 
military history, and Capt. Charles H. Stockton, U. 
8S. N., on international law.

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NOT THE ORGANIZER OF THE ORDNANCE.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Che British “Army and Navy Gazette” says that 
c-mplaints have frequently been heard lately of the 
di‘iculty which has been experienced by the War Office 
in securing the fulfillment of contracts placed in the 
hinds of English manufacturing firms. The attention 
which the matter has received has drawn forth a state- 


ment from Sir William Armstrong & Co. The Elswick 
fiim shows that since the middle of september they have 
dlivered seventy-eight guns and sixty carriages and 
limbers, or more than a battery every ten days. It is 
contended that the slowness of supply in the present 
cise Was due to the fact that during the last quarter 
of a century hardly any field batteries have been or- 
dered from private makers. If, they say, the foreign 
makers had been in the same position as the English 
firm they could not have manufactured the guns and 
c.rriages in so great numbers or in so short a time as 
at Elswick. This bears out the desirability of placing 
orders with private firms in peace times, so as to insure 
their support in a period of war. It is not to be ex- 
pected that a system will produce good results which 
is altogether one-sided. 

The very handsome acknowledgement made by London 
“Punch,” at the time of the death of Abraham Lincoln, 
of its mistakes in judging President Lincoln’s charac- 
ter is recalled by the action of the London ‘Times,’ 
which, publishing day by day the extracts from its 
columns during the past century, shows side by side 
the frantic abuse of Sir Arthur Wellesley at the time 
of the signing of the Convention of Cintra and the 
enthusiastic laudation of that same Sir Arthur two 
years later; the references to that great King George 
1V., when he was wanted as a support for Canning, 
and the contemptuous kicking of the corpse of that 
sume worthy monarch when he was well buried in a 
dishonored grave. Nor does the “Times” itself fail to 
draw the moral that such an organ necessarily repre- 
sents the prejudices and passions of the passing hour 
as freely as its calm judgment and just appreciation of 
current facts. The British “Army and Navy Gazette” 
says in comment that the “Times” is doing a very brave 
and wise thing and that the record taken as a whole is 
in reality a frank renunciation of that fatal claim to 
infallibility which is beyond doubt the greatest weakness 
in which a man, a newspaper, or a party can induige. 

The “United Service Gazette” tells this story, which 
has a moral in it for officers of our Services: “Some 
years ago the commander-in-chief of the Mediterranean 
Station had occasion to inspect a battleship. And 
whether because he was unable to see his face as clearly 
as he would wish in the upper deck guns, or because 
he had breakfasted ill that morning, or from some other 
cause, his report on the condition of the vessel wa3 
-uch that the gunnery lieutenant was placed on half-pay 
and kept there. And whilst in this condition the lieu- 
tenant happened to find himself in company with other 
officers, who expressed an opinion that the aforesaid 
commander-in-chief was an overrated man, and asked 
him what he thought on the matter. ‘What do I 
think? replied the officer; ‘why I think that old H—— 
has ruined me, but ’e’s a d——d good man.’ Now that 
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our general officers are going about button- press- 
men and impeaching thar colleagues and 2 be- 
fore the tribunal presided over by the ‘man in the 
cree” Sate ty es Srenne heel eee 
dote which we cannot afford to ignore.” 
The extensive and on many occasions v successful 
em loyment by the Boers of wire entanglements has 
had. e British “United Service Gazette” helieves, the 
result of calling attention on the Continent to the advan- 
tages derivable from this form of obstacle. A ca 
in the French Engineers has devised an improved wire 
for forming the entanglement. The essential part of 
the invention is the surrounding of the iron wire with 
a steel wire, which is wound spirally around it. By this 
means the inventor believes that the cutting of the wire 
with the implements carried by the pioneers or its de- 
struction with the shovel will be rendered impossible. 
Possibly the extensive but somewhat less effective use 
of barbed wire by the Spanish forces against American 
troops supplied with wire-cutting implements also had 
its influence in arousing Continental interest in this 


means of defense. 

A total of over £263,000 has been collected by the 
London Be ge through its “Shilling Fund 
for Soldiers’ Widows and Orphans,” and the fund has 
now been closed so far as the registration of new cases 
is concerned. Substantial grants have been made to 
2,203 widows and annuities to 607 widows throughout 
the British Empire. The sum of £14,000 has been 
placed in the trust accounts for children. It is stated 
that the number of communications received has been 
150,000 and the number of letters despatched upwards 
of 41,000. The fund has a register of 18 printed vol- 
umes and a card catalogue registering 11, deaths. 

In discussing South African horse sickness Dr. BD. 
Edington says the disease is peculiar to South Africa. 
It begins about the end of October and dies out at the 
end of the following May. It affects horses, asses and 
mules. Sheep and cattle are only slightly susceptible 
to the disease. The animal mortality in Rhodesia and 
the low-lying parts of the Transvaal amounts to over 
90 per cent. Animals which have recovered from the 
sickness are termed “salted,’’ and their value is greatly 
increased. He looks upon the protection existing in 
“salted” animals as of the nature of a “tolerance,” and 
believes that true immunity against this disease is never 
acquired by horses. 

The “Medical Journal” reports an outbreak of ty- 
phoid fever attributed to the infection of a well by a 
convalescent soldier from South Africa. In two houses 
taking their water supply from the same well, the in- 
mates and their friends are known to have been for 
twelve months at least drinking water highly contam- 
inated with sewage. No one suffered until the arrival 
of a trooper invalided home from South Africa, con- 
valescent from typhoid fever. Immediately after his 
arrival the well became infected with the typhoid bacil- 
lus, as was proved by the fact that between Sept. 4 
(the seventeenth day after the arrival of the trooper) 
and Sept. 17 twelve individuals were laid up with ty- 
phoid fever, the only link between these twelve individ- 
uals being that each one of them had partaken of 
water from the polluted well. ° 

The situation in South Africa does not appear to pre- 
sent many changes. r raids, more or less success- 
ful, are reported at many places but as General Kitch- 
ener nearly invariably accompanies a report of British 
losses with an account of an offsetting burgher. defeat, 
it is difficult to determine which side is ahead at the end 
of the count. The recent Boer activity has spurred the 
War Office on to sending 30,000 mounted troops to 
reinforce Lord Kitchener. The despatching of such 
large reinforéements is taken to indicate the failure of 
er to achieve decisive results with the force in 
hand. 


Complaint is made in England of the non-observance 
by officers high in rank of Paragraph 423 of the King’s 
Regulations: “Officers and soldiers are forbidden to 
publish or communicate to the press any information, 
without special authority, either directly or indirectly. 
They are not to attempt to prejudice questions under 
investigation by the publication, anonymously or other- 
wise, of their opinions, and they are not to attempt to 
raise a discussion in public about orders, regulations, 
or instructions issued by their superiors.” 

The historical section of the German general staff, 
having completed its account of the first and second 
Silesian Wars, has sent to the press the first volume 
of a new work on the Seven Years’ War, and in the 
course of the present year and 1 the campaigns of 
1756 and 1757 will be dealt with in six volumes, cover- 
ing the events from Pirna and Lobositz to the battle of 
Leuthen and the autumn campaign in Silesia. 

According to the “Frankfuerter-Zeitung,” experienced 
German officers are of the opinion that the disaster to 
the Gneisenau was due to a teo strict observance of 
Sunday in accordance with the German custom of keep- 
ing ships at anchor on that day, under steam only in case

It is made of steel and has a calibre of 7 
centimetres. Its effective range is 6.5 kilometres, as 
compared with 5.3 kilometres of the existing Italian 
field guns. Ninety batteries of six pieces each are being 
constructed and will be completed by the end of 

The Emperor of Germany, who is very liberal at 
Christmas time, placed a substantial present for sentinels 
in each of the sentry boxes at the palace, and sent $100 
to a r widow whose only son had been severely 
wounded in China. 

A difficulty in obtaining a sufficient number of officers 
is making itself severely felt in the Austrian A 
The government proposes as a remedy to so far modi 
the organization of certain civil schools as to permit 
pupils who have been through them to enter the cadet 
school. Strong protests are, however, being made, es- 
pecially in military circles and in military journals, 
against this proposition. 

Hard fighting u.as been reported from the scene of the 
troubles between the Yaqui Indians and the soldiers in 
Sonora, Mexico. The Indians are reported to have led 
500 troops on Feb. 1 into a trap in a canyon, appearing 
in force on both sides of the canyon and forcing the 
soldiers to retire and leave their dead and wounded, 
The latter were found to have been horribly tortured 
when the reinforced troops returned to the spot.

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LESSONS OF THE BOER WAR. 


We have before referred to the lecture on the South 
African war delivered before the Military Club in 
Vienna by Lieutenant Field Marshal Ratzenhofer, the 
President of the Military Supreme Court. The full text 
of this interesting lecture appears in the “Journal of 
the Royal United Service Institution” for January. 
While Marshal Ratzenhofer clearly shows the defects of 
the English military system, he gives full weight to the 
peculiar difficulties of the situation with which it con- 
tended.

At the same time, an exact study of the 
details of the war could not fail to be of great use in 
determining the proper dismounted action of cavalry, as 
the British also br ought large bodies of mounted ogee d 
into the field. We miss, however, in — of the wel 
known excellence of British cavalry great per- 
formances in marching, by which the. r ief element 
of cavalry superiority, surprise, can alone be effected. 

“The war in South Africa loses on close examination 
its extraordinary character, or, at all events, merely 
confirms previous experience. Nothing has happened 
to change the “tS TL, principles of war.

The 
place of the South African war is also to be judged by 
the same standard. 

“For i military men these battles have 
shown that now, as heretofore, the problem of infantry 
attack is the most important and the most difficult in the 
training and leading of the troops; that, in fact, every- 
thing turns on infantry attack, especially the effect of 
the auxiliary arms; that the ‘value of its infantry is 
the measure of the worth of an army; that the excel- 
lence of an infantry may determine the fate of states 
and nations; that by the side of the great question, 
‘What can its infantry achieve in attack? all other 
questions concerning an army are collateral and of little 
importance. 

“Although this war, like others, teaches us that all 
frontal attacks must be accompanied by simultaneous 
flank attacks, it reminds us also that every infantry 
attack, except that of the extreme outer flank of an en- 
veloping force, must partake of the character of frontal 
attack, because it is met by a portion of the enemy’s 
force, either previously drawn up to resist it, or sud- 
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denly brought up to do so. This being the case, the

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MILITARY SURGERY. 

The New York “Tribune” publishes an article on mili- 
tary surgery based on the report prepared by W. C. Bor- 
den, Captain and Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. A., under the 
direction of Surgeon General Sternberg, on the use of 
Roentgen rays in the war with Spain. 

It is shown that the mortality among the wounded who 
were under treatment was much lower than in any owner 
similar conflict in half a century. The percentage of 
deaths among the injured French in the war of 1859 
with Italy was 17, of the Prussians who invaded Den- 
mark in 1864 about 15%, of the English in the Crimea 
in 1854-56 over 15, of the Union soldiers in the Ameri- 
can Civil War nearly 13 (12.96, to be exact), and in 
three or four modern European conflicts from 10 to 12 
per cent. The Paras only 6.04 among the American troops 
in the Cuban war was on 

Part of the gain which ~ been made is due to the 
modern style of bullet, which travels a much straighter 
course than the old one, whether it be bone or soft 
tissue that it encounters, and almost invariably goes 
entirely through the man, instead of lodging inside. How- 
ever, when the projectile is fired at very long range it 
is more likely to lodge. This was frequently the case 
in the Santiago campaign. Ca tain Borden insists, 
however, that the lessened mortality is also due to im- 
proved surgical methods.

The Roentgen ray apparatus has become an essential of 
the Army surgeons outfit. As between the. battery and 
static machine, there seems to be little choice. ‘he 
former is more portable and y bases yet _it requires 
more frequent attention than the heavy, fragile and cum 
bersome static machine. Visual exploration with the 
flnoroscope is not always satisfactory, because the eye 
is not sufficiently keen to catch the differences in opacity 
at great depths. A radiograph is better. because it is 
cumulative in its record of mpressions. Hence it is 
almost invariably employed in surgical diagaosis. Burns 
are of very rare ——- if the apparatus is in good 
working condition. Captain Borden says that only two 
cases were reported. If the apparatus is in fhe proper 

order no harm is to be anticipated.

TELESCOPIC RIFLE SIGHTS.” 


The Cataract Tool and Optical Company, of Buffalo, 
N. Y., who have received orders from both the War 
and Navy Departments for a number of their. tele- 
scopic rifle sights, as mentioned in our issue of Jan. 19, 
are at present engaged upon the problem of devising 
a telescopic sight and mountings for rapid-fire field guns. 
It is expected that the telescope can be applied even 
more advantageously to these guns than to small arms. 
The Cataract Tool and Optical Company began the 
manufacture of telescopic sights for sporting purposes 
some time ago, and it was only about a year ago that 
the idea of apelying this contrivance to military arms 
occurred to them. It is stated that by the use of the 
easecense sight the danger of hunters shooting their 
comrades by mistake while stalking deer, as well as the 
killing of young deer, may be minimized. An Ordnance 
Board has expressed the opinion that this sight is suit- 
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rT nese. is of practically eal focus; that 
is, it ae oy Teeeer tenees readjustment for different marks- 
men or

inches away without any apparent di mee in the 
focus. Danger of being struck in the eye when the 
piece recoils can therefore be avoided.

The brackets for attaching the 
telescope to the rifle are oo and durable, and there 
appears to be no tendency to far loose. 

The sight was tested by actual] firings up to a range 
of 2,000 yards, each member of the board particieatiog 
in the tirings. As a result of this test the board is of the 
opinion that the use of this telescopic sight aca to 
be of especial value in hazy or foggy weather and at 
long ran In either case the ta can be seen with 
remarkable clearness, and the marksman can be abso- 
lutely —e + he is aiming at the proper object. This 
would especial importance to sharpshooters acting 
Mdependentiy.
